Tur correspondence on this subject, which has appeared in our 
co uinns during the last few weeks, has elicited a statement, some- 
what belated but no less gratifying, from the Carer RApst, which 
itis to be hoped will set at rest at least-several of the questions 
that have arisen in connection with the matter. It will be 
remembered that the Rey. E. M. Levy, of Durban, came to Europe 
for the purpose of obtaining the Rabbinical Diploma. After he 
had returned to South Africa, we were able to announce that 
the style and dignity of Rabbi had been conferred upon him 
by four distinguished Rabbis, although as we were imformed 
he did not obtain a diploma from Jews’ College, for which 
it was generally known he had submitted himself to examination. 
Thereupon suggestions and rumours were set abroad, both by 
correspondence in our columns and otherwise, to the effect that 
the diplomas gained by Mr. Levy were worthless for their ostensible 
purpose; and we challenged that allegation, The CHier RABBI was 
questioned upon the matter at the Speech Day meeting of Jews’ 
College, but his answer left it in am altogether uncertain position. 
Tbe reply which Dr. Herrz has now given to the questions we 
‘ldressed to him should leave no doubt that Mr. Levy is fully 
‘ntitled to call himself and be called a Rabbi, and so far the 
inatter is satisfactorily cleared up. But there remains, of course, 
i further question: which is why a gentleman who was found by 
‘vur eminent Rabbis to be one who should receive the Rabbinical 
(istmetion, was refused it by his own alma mater, Jews’ College. 
+o say that he-did not satisfy the examiners is net a complete or 
convincing answer, and, indeed, it is one which only Rabbi Levy 
Limself can, if he thinks it worth while, throw any reliable light 
“pon. Another point that remains, however, is the more general 
one of the competency of those other Rabbis who, like Mr. Levy, have 
obtained their Rabbinical Diplomas in precisely the same way as he 
did. Would they, itis naturally asked, have been able to pass the Jews’ 
College examination, or is that examination of such a nature that, 
although a man may be possessed of Rabbinical knowledge ample 
for satisfying learned Rabbis of his competence, he would find the 
Jews’ College examination beyond him? If 80, then the College 
examination is to all intents and purposes useless. Men will 
not submit themselves to it, especially when they can go else- 
where and,| as in the case of Rabbi Levy, obtain their 
Rabbinical Diplomas from other hands. Indeed, the whole of 


the broader aspect of the question of “Rahbi or no Rabbi” 


remains to be dealt with, and we hope that the Carer Rant, who has 
hown nosmall courage and prescience in proposing that the Beth, 
Din shall in future hold examinations for the Rabbinical Diploma 
will tackle it. It is common knowledge that there are a number of 
persons in this country, who are not entitled to be known as Rabbis, 
who have not passed any proper examination, and who in short 
preen themselves beneath false feathers. That ought to be put 
anendto. It we suggest, if the Cater Raneitand the Beth 
Din will form a register of Rabbis—that is, of persons in this

And not by any means the least valuable effect of such an 
act as that to which we allude is the example and encouragement 
it gives for others—each according to his power and to the blessing 
conferred upon him by the Almighty—to go and do likewise.

A Jewish Art Renasence. 


An article we published last week detailing the work of some 
Jewish artists in Paris, that “forcing ground" of art, threw an 
interesting and valuable light on one phase of certain of those 
conditions which in the aggregate go to make up so much of the 
Jewish problem. The brilliant accomplishments to which the 
writer of the article drew attention are those, in almost every 
instance, of young Jews from Eastern Europe who had settled 
in the French capital. And one is set wondering whether the 


_inherent talent thus displayed had not been stifled and lost 


to the world save for the national hospitality accorded to these 
talented exponents. Here indeed is compensation for the evils 
that are said to be brought into countries in the train of alien 
immigration, or it is at least countervailing argument irresistible 
in its implications. This band of young Jews have added to 
the glory of Art in France, and the French people will not be 
slow to reckon their achievement against any inconvenience 
that may have been caused since the war by the influx into the 
country of those who have fled from untoward and often well-nigh 
intolerable conditions. Surely this is a lesson which tells how 
impossible it is to estimate the loss that must be sustained 
by barring free ingress and egress into and from country and 
country. The moral loss must always be within the region of the 


incalculable. Apart from this it is indeed gratifying to note the 


striking success of these Jewish artists. It is a sign and a symbol 
that the soul and the spirit of the Jew are proof against even sach 
adversities as many of them have, we know, suffered in their 
native lands,

A QUARTER OF A MILLION FOR CHARITY. 


Sir Afbert Levy, has formed a trust fand of £250,000 for the sup; ort 
of hospitals and other charitable objects. Sir Albert, who was Knighted 
this year, is the Treasurer of the Royal Free Hospital, to which he 
gave £50,000 in February last. A year ago, he gave a similar sum to 
the same hospital. 

The fund is to be known as “ The Albert Levy Benevolent Fund,” and 
the Deed of Settlement provides that the whole of the capital, plus the 
interest, shall be distributed in twenty-five yearly instalments.

The Preachers Conference. 


By Mentor. 


\ the issue of THe Jewish CHRONICLE of the Sist May, I 
ventured to refer to the Conference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers, 
which is to begin on Tuesday next. When I wrote, the pro- 
gramme of the Conference was not yet published, and I took 

npon myself as a layman, to urge in the interests of Judaism and 
not least of Traditional Judaism, that our Preachers when in 
conference assembled, should bend their attention to some of 
ithe serious and vital living questions which affect our religious 
ond indeed our Jewish well-being. Judging from previous 
Conferences, I thought it desirable to express the hope that 
the occasion of their meeting would not be utilised in mere 
academic exhibitions of smart pi/pulism, nor upon manifesta- 
tions of mere book knowledge. I suggested that our Preachers 
should turn their attention to the problems of modern life in 
Judaism with a view to seeing how those problems could best 
be met, so as to shield our common faith from the disruption 
that is inevitable if such questions as some of those which I 
odumbrated be left as they are now without a word of guidance 
upon them ofan authoritative nature, and without anything like 
help concerning them from our spiritual leaders. I said that every 
one of those who would attend the Conference of Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers would be imbued with a desire in council with his 
colleagues to bammer out and devise means and measures for 
fighting irreligion in our community, of which the President of the 
Conference, the Chief Rabbi, had then but recently so bitterly 
I added—and I maintain—that any Minister who was 
not so influenced, would have as his pulpit no more than a poll 
parrots perch.

A correspondent who wrote to this paper on the subject, a 
gentleman who possesses the genial name of Sunlight, and whose 
very signature in these dull autamnal-like days always seems to 
me to make for a brighter “ Chronicle,” made a practical sugges- 
tion for the Preachers in conference assembled. He pointed out 
what we all know to be a fact: that the practice has become 
general in the Community for card-playing—he should have said 
what he meant, which is gambling—to be regarded as an inevitable 
adjunct to every social gathering in hcnour of any joyful religiou 
family event. Neither a wedding, a religious majority, nor v4 
Covenant, can be celebrated without the invocation of the eternal 
trump! And I suppose that it is only because we are such a 
peculiar people that when ‘he eternal trump calls to any of us, 
those we have do not invoke (what would be at least nominally 
consistent) sequence and misere. Funerals with card parties, bow- 
ever, are not yet. With what Mr. Sunlight said I cordially sympathise 
and so, I think, should every right-minded Jew ; for the practice to 
whichhe aliudes, isadeyradation of celebrations which have, orshould 
have, a religious significance. lt forms, in the case of Barmitzvahs 
especially, a horrible example to growing. youth.

RECONSECRATION CEREMONY. 

There was a large gathering at the Synagogue, Effra load, on 
Sunday, at the reconsecration of the Synagogue and the consecration of 
a Sepher Torah presented by Mrs. Alexander in memory of her husband, 
Mr. Henry Alexander. The Ark had also been reconstructed with the 
addition of a canopy and columns presented by Mrs A. Landy in 
memory of her parents. Rabbi A. Mishcon and the Rev. M. Morris 
conducted the Service assisted by a choir under the direction of Mr. Rosen- 
berg. Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, B.A., read a prayer for the Royal Family 
and delivered the consecration address. A procession entered the Syna- 
gogue headed by Dayan Feldman carrying the new Sepher Torah, and 
during the usual circuits of the Synagogue Baruch Haba and Psalms 100, 
150 and 24 were sung. The renovation of the Synagogue was carried out 
under the supervision of Mr. Ford, architect to the United Synagogue, 
and Mr. G. Wimborne. Honorary architect to the Synagogue. 

In the course of his address, Dayan FELDMAN said that the Tora 
had been a tower of strength to the Jews, a mighty spiritualsupport 
through the ages. It had safeguarded, protected and given them strength, 
courage and fortitude to withstand every attack. The renovation and 
redecoration of the Synagogue marked another milestone on the road of 
uninterrupted rapid progress which the Synagogue, under the direction 
of its minister and lay leaders had made during its existence of twenty- 
three years. It was an outward symbol of the freshness and vigour 
which characterised that outpost of Metropolitan Jewry, and the gifts 
they had received were manifestations of the strong personal 
attachment to that House which was growing up among indivi- 
dual members and families. It was an index of the desire to 
seal their attachment by consecrated and pious remembrances. 
The Synagogue would become au object of splendour and beauty if it 
would Help to create within them the inward feeling of religious fervour, 
if it would strengthen their Judaism and draw and attract their young 
people.

Statement by the Chief Rabbi. 


VINCICATION OF RABBI E. M. LEVY. 


In view of the correspondence on this subject that has recently 
appeared in our columns, and of the fact that the Chief Rabbi is 
the proper authority to determine whether or not the Rev. E. M. 
I. vy is entitled to the dignity and style of Rabbi, we communicated 
with Dr. Hertz, and as a result the Editor forwarded to him the 
Jlowing : 

In reference to our conversation on the subject, I am sending you 
this letter. 

You are aware of correspondence that bas appeared in THE JEWISH 
CrponxricLe in reference to the Rabbinic Diplomas said to have been 
sranted to the Rev. E. M. Levy. and calling in question their legitimacy 
‘or the purpose of constituting*their recipient a Rabbi. : 

I understand that Mr. Levy brought the documents to you at the 
reth Din and that they were entered or registered there, having been 
fret read and examined by you. 

I am sure you will agree with me that a prolongation of the con- 
troversy is undesirable, and I therefore shall be obliged if you will send 
me a letter for publication, stating definitely (1) the nature of the 
documents submitted to the Beth Din by Mr. Levy (2) the names of the 
Rabbis by whom they were tendered to him and (3) whether in your 
opinion they entitle Mr. Levy to the rank and dignity of Rabbi, giving 
him authority to set up a Rabbinate and to decide such Rabbinical 
gocstions as might from time to time be submitted to him in that capacity. 

With regard to the Jews’ College diploma, will you at the same time 
confirm what appears to be the gencra! conclusion, that Mr. Levy did not 
eucceed, as a result of his examination, in obtaining his Nabbinical titie. 

I respectfully suggest that the clear and concise answers to these 
questions, which I hope you will find yourself able to give, and their 
publication in our columns, will effectually reply to the question of 
“ Rabbi or No Rabbi,” which has appeared in them in one, form or another 
during the last few weeks.

To the above, the Chief Rabbi has been good enough to reply 
as follows: 


Iam in receipt of your courteous note of July Ist, and 
that it is full time for the correspondence in regard to the 
to be closed. 

On May the’ 6th, the Rev. E. M. Levy brought to the Beth Din 
Diplomas from Rabbi Amiel of Antwerp, the rabbis‘ of Slabodka 
and Kaidan (Lithuania), and Rabbi J. Rabbinowitz of Dalston. They 
were examined, found to be valid, and an entry made of their 
nature, 

As stated by me at the annual meeting of Jews’ College, he did 
not present a Rabbinical Diploma from that Institution. 

Each of the documents in his possession was a Hattarath 
HToraah, though it contained the not unusual proviso that the reci- 
pient should carefully consult the Codes before giving a decision on 
any important point of Law. In the circumstances, the Rev. E. M. 
l.-vy, having bad the status of a Rabbi conferred upon him, may 
exercise the rights and privileges of such status. 

In connection with this whole question, the following announce- 
ment mayebe of interest. As is well known, examinations for the 
tabbinie Diploma at Jews’ College are open only to students and 
alamni of that Institution. The hope that provision would be 
made at the College for those also who are not students of the 
College, was found to be impracticable. I have therefore decided 
to set up in connection with the Beth Din, a Rabbinic Examining 
Board—of the same academic rank as that of Jews’ College—which 
will give external candidates the opportunities for which in the 
past ther have been tempted to go to individual rabbis here or on 
the Continent. This will,on the one hand, remove what has long 
been felt as a hardship in many quarters, acd, on the other hand, 


do away with what has proved a source of perplexity to the Com- 
munity at large.

The King’s Recovery. 


THANKSGIVING SERVICES. 


Special services of thanksgiving for the recovery of the King’s health 
were held last week-end in several Metropolitan and Provincial Syna- 
gogues, when the Chief Rabbi's special prayer was recited. 

The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire and Mrs. Hertz, who visited 
Margate during the week-end, attended the service heldin the Synagogue on 
Fabbath morning. Dr. HERTZ recited the prayer for the Roya! Family and 
the special prayer for the recovery of His Majesty the King. In the course 
of an address the Chief Rabbi mentioned that he was not visiting Margate 
in an official capacity, but as that day was a special occasion when al! 
congregations throughout the country would be reciting the prayer for 
His Majesty’s recovery, he felt he could not let the occasion pass without 
expressing his thankfulness to the Almighty for the King’s recovery, 
which every denomination all over the Empire shared. It was 
idle for him to state how beloved His Majesty was among his subjects, 
and he boped that the Jews would beccme as loyal to their religion as 
they were to the King. The Chief Rabbi concluded by speaking of the 
needs of the local Community and expressed the hope that visitors to 
Margate during the summer months who made use of the Synagogue, 
would cither offer gifts or donations, as it was impossible for the few 
permanent residents to support the burden of the Synagogue finances. 


In the coure of his sermon at the Graham Street Synagogue, 
Edinburgh, Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES said: In sparing the King’s life 
God has answered the prayers of millions of people, among whom can be 
numbered the whole house of Israel. It is no secret that it was not only 
the Jewish population of this country and of the British Empire that 
prayed fervently for many weeks for the recovery of King George; the 


Jews of other lands did the same. The Jews of the world admire and 


revere our King, not only because he represents so truly and so 
adequately the greatest Empire of the world, but also because in all his 
utterances and actions he displays a sense of fairness and justice, a 
truly Royal dignity and tact, which know no distinction of race, class or 
creed, and which serve as an excellent example to the leading men of 
Britain and of the world at large. 


Rabbi I. J. Yorrey, preaching at the Central Synagogue, Manchester, 
said: Among all the nations of the world there is no living monarch 
who is more endowed with the quality of condescension than His 
Majesty the King. Fcr the King is to the nation what the head is to the 
individual. And jastas the head thinks of all the other parts of the 
body, so our King, the head of Great Britain, bears in mind the interest 
and welfare of all the different sections of his people. We Jews in 
particular, in common with all the citizens of this country, offer our 
thanks to the Almighty for restoring His Majesty to sound and normal 
health. Not only the members of the Anglo-Jewish Community, but 
Jews all the world over pray to Gcd most fervently that His Majesty's 
good health may be continued for many years to comc, so that the light 
of peace and justice may reigu supreme in the future as in the past. 


On Sabbath morning, at the Brixton Synagogue, Rabbi MISHCON 
based his sermon on Abot 4.17. “There are three crowns, the crown of 
Torah, the crown of Priesthood and the crown of Kingdom; but the 
crown ofa good name excels them all.” As Jews (said the Rabbi), we 
may say with justifiable pride that we find in the King’s character a very 
near approach to the Hebraic conception of an ideal Monarch, for whom 
the Bible prescribes “that his heart be not lifted up above his brethren 
. « « heshall judge the poor and save the children of the needy.” 
Among no section of his subjects would the hope find a, more faithful 
echo than in the hearts of those of the House of Israel that inthe words 
of th «same Scriptural section, “he may prolong his days ia his reign ” 
and be granted many years in which to wear the glorious crown of this 
greatest of Kingdoms, and the still more glorious crown of a great and 
good name. 


At the Belfast Synagogue on Sabbath (at which the Lord Mayor, 
Deputy Lord Mayor and High Sheriff were present), Rabbi J. SHACHTER, 
in the course of his sermon said that they were assembled to raise their 
prayers and thanks for the merciful deliverance God had vouchsafed to 
their Sovereign, King George, from the tyranny of an almost overpowering 
disease. We Jews, the preacher continued, rejoice to-day as citizens of 
the British Empire, as patriots loyal and deeply attached to our beloved 
country ; but we rejoice more so as children of Israel. His august reign 
recalls the issue of the Balfour Declaration of November, 1917, which 
proclaimed the creation of a Jewish National Homeland in Palestine, 
thereby securing for His Majesty a nicho of deep affection and homage in 
the heart of all Israel. He could think of no more appropriate thank- 
offering for the King’s recovery than the Community's subscribing a suffi- 
cient sum at least to endow a cot im the local Maternity Hospital which 
was to be built.

The CHAIRMAN, In m wing the adoption of the annual report, said that 
thix vear’s report was of more than usual interest because they had enlarged 
the sphere of their work by taking over a section of the Home of Rest, and 
shore they had been able to cater for a class of people who were unfortunately 
unable to enjoy the benefits of the Home. These people who were accommo- 

-lin the Home of Rest were infirmary cases who required special attention. 
Chey bad every reason to be satisfied that they had been able to benefit the 
people. The Home never stood still. They hoped to take over the building 
Joae to them which was known as the garage, and which they now ow ed, 
the nks to their Vice-President, Mr. Harris. They hoped to utilise it for the 
domestic staff and for extended accommodation for the inmates. The daily 
average number of inmates during the véar was 168. He hoped that the 
community would support them. to enable them to do this important w ork, 
aod that those who were already Life-Governors would induce others, 
particularly young people, to become Life-Governors. Mr. Franklin paid 
4 tribute to the work of the Aid Societies for their splendid endeavours during 
the past year, and made special reference to the South-West London Aid 
society.

Annual Report. 


The 55th Annual report of the Club records a year of successful work. 
The Club is one of the largest institutions of its kind in the country, and 
has a membership of 884. Some idea of the activities of the Club may 
be gauged from the following extracts from the report : 


We verform the work ofan Evening Iostitute and are directly under the 
L.C.C. We have a teaching staff of forty-four supplied by the L.C.C., fourteen 
Voluntary teachers and eight members taking classes. We hold annual 
examinations, experts in their respective subjects giving us the value of their 
advice and criticism, thus encouraging not only a high standard of work, but 
ensuring our obtaining expert suggestions on the latest methods of teaching. 
We also encourage our students to enter for Public Examinations, and in 1928 

elieving that a Clob with such a large mem bership 
can only be adequately organised if divided into departments, all aiming to get 
the fullest co-operation from the members, we have many sub-divisions, and 
the members form the majority on the Executive Committee. They organise 
our sub-sections acting as Chairman or Secretaries of these activities; serve as 
superintendents of Clab evenings; take charge of week-end functions, and in 
every department of Club life they take the fullest responsibility and give the 
utmost service. The management of the Club is vested in an Executive Com- 
mittee, a Council of Workere (composed of ali who assist in any Club activity). 
a Council of Class Representatives, and a Junior Advisory Committee elected 
by the Juniors of the Clab. The Secretary with a rota of Executive Club 
Members takes charge of the week-day evenings; every activity of the Club 
has a Chairman (Club Member) appoiated by the Executive with a Secretary 
elected [rom among the members of the various activities. All kinds of sports 
are arranged for the members, but the Club needs a Sports Organiser. 


The work of the Jewish Day Settloment, run in cénnection with the 
Club, continues to develop. The work of the Settlement is varied in 
character and has many ramifications. It also ‘serves as,a centre for 
consultation on matters concerning the bealth and general well-being of 
the members and their parents, -1t needs adsistance for its employment 
bureau, and floancia! help for improving the equipment of its clinic. It 


also needs teachers of Hebrew and Religion for its School, and private 
teachers for music and languages.

MISCELLANY, 

Speculation has been rife for some time in political circles as to 
the likelihood of a peerage being conferred upon Mr. Bernhard Baron. 
in recognition of his philanthropic work. Now the well-informed 
political correspondent of the DAILY MAIL states definitely that in a)! 
probability Mr. Baron will be included among the Socialist peers whom 
the Prime Minister will create in order that the Government benches in 
the House of Lords may be more fully occupied. Mr. Baron is one of th: 
most stalWart supporters of the Labour Party, and is deeply intereste 
in its programme. It is believed that he proposes to offer an annua! 
income to the Party. He was invited to stand as a Labour Candidate for 


one of the Liverpool constituencies at the last election, but declined. 


The return of the Rt. Hon, Sir Herbert Samuel to the Honge of Com. 
mons, after an absence of eleven years, was welcomed by members o! 
all political parties in the House. He signalised his return by making a 
most able and telling speech in the debate on the Address. He was 
listened to with close attention by a crowded assembly, one of his 
warmest admirers being his old chief, Mr. Lloyd George. 


I am much obliged to Mr. Leopold Frank for calling my attention to 
a slight inadvertence in my reference to the late Mr. Joseph Prag. What 
I m@ant to convey was that Mr, Prag succeeded Mr. Leonard B. Franklin 
in the dual position of Treasurer of the Burial Society and Chairman of 
the Associate Synagogue Committee. Although Mr. Prag immediate! y 
succeeded Mr. Franklin in the former position, he did not immediately 
succeed him in the latter as Mr. Frank points out. 


A very interesting exhibition to students of Biblical history was 
opened on Monday last, at the University College, Gower Street. The 
Exhibition consists of discoveries by means of excavations at Beth-palet. 
of the period between 1320 and 1100 B.c. Sir Flinders Petrie, the 
distinguished Egyptologist states that the discoveries provide “ an actua! 
background for the ‘Lords of the Philistines,’ who had their sport with 
Samson in the neighbouring city of Gaza. Beth-palet is mentioned in 
Joshua and other parts of the Bible, and it was from this ancient cily 
that King David enlisted his bodyguard and some of his captains.” The 
antiquities found this season will be on view until the 27th inst., and 
admission is free. 


In connection with this matter, Sir Flinders gives some valuable 
information on the culture of the ancient Israelites. In a letter to the 
TIMES, he states that the recent excavations of the British School of 
Egyptian Archwology have shed some light on the culture of Israel, for it 
now appears that the Israelites were keeping up the habit of flint working 
in face of the cost of bronze, and only dropped the use of flint when 
iron became common. In thetown of Beth-palet many flint saws 
belonging to the period of the Judges, were found. It seems that the 
manufacture of flint adzes of neolithic form was still carried on. This 


suggests a direct continuity of neolithic settlements in that region down 
to 1100 B.c. 


Many prominent members of the Community were associated with 
the appeal dinner at the Mansion House last week in aid of the funds of 
the Brompton Hospital for Consumptives. Lord Derby, who presided 
appealed for £100,000 for adequate annual income for maintenance, 
and extension of the building and for complete equipment. The 
Brompton Hospital has always made special arrangements for Jewish 
in-patients, of which, unfortunately, there are a large number, and for a 
long time past has invited a member of the Community to act on the 
Mr. George Cohen has acted in that capacity 
for many years. He is now the Vice-Chairman of the Hospital. | 

Lord Reading made an appealing speech at the dinner and brought 
home his argument to his responsive listeners by stating that the Hospital 
had given its benefits to 117,000 in-patients and over four million out- 
patients since its institution. Sir Philip Sassoon, the Treasurer, 
announced that the dinner had produced £17,313, the principal

Cur up the chicken into sma'l dice, and add a small quantity of 
chopped tongue. Moisten with thick sauce ; season and.add a few 
cooked green peas. 

Roll out some pastry thinly, and cut into rounds about the size of a 
saucer. Wet the edges. Put a good spoonfal of the mixture ia the centre 
ofeach. Double the pastry over, and flate the edges with the fingers. 
Brush over with beaten egg, and cook on a greased tin in a hot oven until 
the pastry is done and nicely browned.

Grease some patty tins, and ent out double the number of rounds of 
pastry (rolled out very thinly). Put one round on each tin, fill with fich 
mixture, wet the edges, and cover with pastry. Make a small hole in 
the top of each, brush over with beaten egg, and bake in a good oven 
for about twehty minutes.

Seediess raisins, 6 ozs. Mixed spice, | teaspoonful. 
Currants, 3 ozs. Brown sugar, | tablespoonfal. 
Candied, peel, ozs. Cornfiour, | teas; oontul, 
Water, Lgill. Puff pastry. 

Juice of half a lemon. 


CHop the raisins, shred the peel, and put in a sancepan with the 
cleaned currants and nearly all the water. Stew until the fruit is quite 
soft, then add the sugar, lemon juice, spice, and the cornflour mixed with 
the remainder of the water. Simmer for two or three minutes, then 
turn on to a plate to cool. Roll out the pastry very thinly, line a baking 
tin with it, and spread with the mixture. Cover with pastry; mark 
across in finger shapes with the back of a knife, brush over with beaten 
egg, and bake in a good oven for half an hour. Cut through and place on 
a sieve till cold.

The annual meeting of subscribers was held at 5, Oxford Street, on 
Sunday. Mr. 8. H. Gluckstein, President of the Board, was in the chair. 

In moving the adoption of the annual report and accounts, the 
PRESIDENT said that the total expenditure for 1928 was £3,367, while the 
total income was £3,171. For the current year they expected a normal 
income of £2,300, and if the expenditure amounted, as they anticipated, 
to £3,400, there would be a deficiency of £1,100.

In 
spite of the present failure, he still aflrmed, and was more convinced 
than ever, that co-ordination was the only right and proper form for the 
administration of charitable eff rt. In conclusion, he paid tributes to the 
Honorary Officers, the Medical Officers, and all who had helped the woik 
of the Board. 

Mr, PHILIP ETTINGER, Vice-President, seconded the adoption of the 
report and accounts. 

The following amendment to Law 5, moved by the President, and 
seconded by Mr. Philip Ettinger, was passed: 

The Wardens, Treasurers and Ministers of the Old and New Hebrew 
Congregations, the President, Treasurer and accredited Ministers of al! Syna- 
gogues (these latter Congregations subscribing to the funds of the Board) ani 
the Hon. Medical Officers of the Board shall be ¢r-oficio members of the Board.

Itis no mere 
form of words to state, in conclusion, that the work of the Headmaster and his 
Staffis something that cannot be adequately appraised in words; the resu! ts 
achieved are eloquent of the devotion and the skill they bring to bear upon

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Prize Distributions. 


Jewish Religious Education Board. 


Tue Curr or Tue British EMPIRE presided at the distribu- 
tion of prizes to.the pupils attending the Classes of the Jewish Religious 
Pdeeation Board, at the Jews’ Free School on Sunday. The prizes were 
distributed by Mrs. Hertz. 

The President of the Board, Mr, Ernst Schiff, was unable to be present. 

Thanks were accorded the teachers, the superintendents, the various 
Sob Committees, the Education Committee, the Education Officer and 
Mr. Herbert M. Adler, M.A., and to the Rev. 1. Goldston for acting as 
hecretary. 

Dr. Hentz began his address to the children with a reference to the 
Thanksgiving Services which had been held throughout the 5ynagogues 
and Churches of the British Empire for the King’s recovery. That day 
and the previous day, he said, would always be remembered by them. 
“It I were speaking to a non-Jewish audience,” he continued, “I 
would explain to thom that we Jews are as grateful to God 
Almighty and are filled with as deep a feeling of thankfulness for the 
recovery of onr King as any other section of the population. It is not 
necessary to do so to a Jewish audience. We know, as do all those who 
know Jews, that there is no more patriotic section of the population in 
any country than the Jewish section.” It was the task of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board to take Jewish children born in Great Britain 
and make them as devoted to their Judaism as they were to the'r British 
allegiance. In ‘the carrying out of this great ideal the Board had the 
invaluable help of the teachers, who gave their services not merely as a 
matter of professional routine but with their hearts and souls, with 
devotion and enthusiasm. Ir. Hertz mentioned the appointment of Mr. 
Nathan Mortis, the new Education Officer and Secretary of the Board, 
who will shortly take up his duties. Mr. Morris, he said, had done 
excellent work in Glasgow. He was told that they had about five 
thousand children under the direction of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board. If they had more co-operation on the part of the parents, that 
number would be substantially larger. But the Board did its 
work not only through its Classes, but by means of books, 
and the most important of the books was the authorised daily Prayer 
Book. This new edition was somewhat different from the other 
editions. There were 126 new pages and a number of things that had not 
appeared before, were now given in full. Dr. Hértz also mentioned the 
new book which was intended for little! children as a Special Prayer. 
Book for "IW" WN and NHS ST. This book, he said, containing the 
most important prayers which were translatedinto simple English would 
be out in a few weeks. The Chief Rabbi concluded by wishing the 
classes every possible success.

The most important thing in the educational world at present was the 
Hadow Report, which would entail arrangements for the grouping of 
schools, throughout England, into junior and senior schools. The Com- 
mittee thought that the School couldadap? itself tothe requirementsof the 
scheme without difficulty. In sports the School had gained a number of 
successes. Last year two parties of girls spent a fortnight at the Free 
School Holiday Hut at Seaford. Mr. de Rothschild said that they all 
regretted the absence of Miss Titleboam, the Headmistress, through 
incisposition. In conclusion, he referred to the services of Miss Rozelaar, 
the Secretary, who had left for South Africa to be married, and paid a 
tribute to the work of the Care Committee, Headmaster and staff.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 505.—The Sinew of the Thigh-Vein. 


My Dear Cousiy, 


Has it ever been your experience that a curious passage in the Bible 
has afforded you abundant scope for thought? Such an experience was 


mine recently. I have frequently come across intriguing passages in my 
reading of the Bible, and what has interested me most has been to notice 
the gyrations of commentators in their efforts to make straight that which 


ie crooked, and to force into their scheme of things that which is all out 


of accord with their outlook. 

On this occasion it was the story of Jacob’s wrestling exploits that 
caught my fancy. The story tells how, when he had transported his 
family over the brook, Jacob was left alone ; “ and there wrestled a man 
with him until the breaking of the day.” Jacob, it would appear, was 
gaining the victory, and his opponent took a mean advantage of him, 
touching “the hollow of his thigh.” The result was that when he parted 
from bis adversary as the sun rose, “ he limped upon his thigh.” 

Such is the brief story, not particularly interesting or entertaining. 
On the face of it, it is difficult to understand its inwardness. It was pro- 
bably a popular legend concerning Jacob which was woven into the 
narrative of his life. So far, so good. But the sequel to the story is what 
interesed me. You will recall the words: “ Therefore the Children of 
Israel do not eat of the sinew which shrank, which is upon the hollow of 
the thigh, unto this day; becanse he touched the hollow of Jacob's 
thigh in the sinew that shrank.” That is one Jewish translation ; the 
American Jewish Bible has not “the sinew which shrank” but “the 
sinew of the thigh-veiu.” — 

Any critical reader whose eye meets this obvions addition to the 
story must ask himself why it was written. Commonsense would reply 
that in all probability there was a practice among the ancient Israelites, 
with which the writer was familiar, of not eating the sinew of the thigh- 
vein. But the writer evidently did not know the reason for this practice. 
He, however, did know of the story of Jacob's wrestling feat, and how as 
a result Jacob limped. What more natural than that he should connect 
the story of the limping with the practice of not eating the sinew of the 
thigh-vein? The descendants of so famous an ancestor had submitted 
to this seff-denying ordinance, in order to remind them of the adventure 
which ended so unfavourably for their sire. Accordingly, the writer of 
the Book of Genesis tells the story of the wrestling and adds, from his 
point of view quite naturally, the reason why the Children of Israel do 
not eat the sinew of the thigh-vein “unto this day.” Nine hundred and 
ninety-nine people out of a thousand would assume that he meant “ unto 
his day,” that is, the time at which he was writing. 

There is nd injunction in the text, and the original Hebrew is clearly 
& narrative, paralleled by a similar passage in the story of the adventure 
of the Ark of the Covenant among the Philistines). The Ark was captured 
by the Philistines and deposited in the house of Dagon, their god, in 
Ashdod. But in consequence Dagon fell to pieces and lay on the threshold 
of his temple. “ Therefore neither the priests of Dagon, nor any that 
came unto Dagon’s house, tread on the threshold of Dagon in Aghdod 
untothisday.” There again there wasa prevailing custom and the writer 
explains it by a reference to a historical event. There is no injunction 
here, and there is no injunction in the story of the sinew of the thigh-vein. 

Yet an injunction was deduced from it, and it must be admitted that 
the deduction was made in a high-handed and roundabout way. On the 
simple Darrative in the Book of Genesis was based the prohibition against 
eating the sinew of the thigh-vein, and down to this day pious Jews 
observe this prohibition. If you were to consult a Rabbi for the reason 
for the prohibition, he would refer you to that little sequel to the story of 
Jacob's wrestling. To ordinary commonsense there is no connection 
whatever between the two—the story is a story and the prohibition is a 
prohibition. Yet, by a process of self-delusion, pious Jews have seen a 
connection between the two. This ordinance, if ordinance it indeed can 
be called, is mentioned nowhere else in Holy Writ, and the Talmud itself 
indicates that at one time this difficulty was experienced and had to be 
©xplained. What was theexplanation ? The Talmud tells us that really 
and truly this prohibition. was revealed on Sinai. But as it was con- 
nected with an incident in Jacob's life, it was mentioned immediately 
after the story of that incident ! 

To some people the statement that the Talmud says so and so, is 
convincing. But what is really meant when the assertion is made that 
the ‘Talmad teaches this or that? I think it would be fair to say that 

such a statement of opinion implies that daring the fiest five centuries of 
the commoa era and earlier, Jews possessed a tradition on this point or 
Onthat. The tradition has found a place in the pages of the Talmud. 
Sometimes, as in this particular instance, the Talmud has based a legal 
enactment on the tradition. But in a case where there is a palpable 
error, or a flimsy basis, or aninstance where a deduction has been falsely 
made, i8 not the thinking Jow entitled to express his dissent? And what 
is the thinking Jew to say when the Talmud indulges in arbitrary 
exegesis? In the Book of Isaiah there is a passage which reads : “ The 
Lord sent a word unto J acob, and it has lighted upon Israel.” A note on 
this passage found in the pages of the Talmud is, to say the least, 
astonishing. “The Lord sent a word unto Jacob”: that is, the sinew of 
the thigh-vein; “and it hath lighted upon Israel ” : that is the prohibition 
in Israel of the sinew of the thigh-vein. One can be a sincere admirer of 
Talmadic literature. One may reverence the high moral teaching of the 
Rabbis who flit across the pages of the Talmud. But can one honestly 
accept an arbitrary explanation such as this with equanimity ? 

Nor is this all. I wondered what a modern conservative of the old 
school would have to say about this passage, and I turned to the famous 
commentary of Rabbi Samson Raphael Hirsch. There I found an extra- 
ordinary example of twisting, which cannot but be utterly condemned. 


\ 


When the writer in Genesis says that the children of Israel do not eat the 
sinew of the thigh-vein “ unto this day,” he surely means at the time at 
which be wrote. Rabbi Hirsch, however, declares quite categorically 
that when the writer says “unto this day ” he means unto our own day, 
that is, this year of grace 1929, and so for ever ! 

Seldom have I seen such biased special pleading asin this illastration. 
It looks as though Rabbi Hirsch realised the difficulty of harmonising the 
statement with the legal prohibition, but he had to do it somehow. His 
effort, however, is a farce. He was not the only commentator who was 
conscious of the difficulty. Another and greater commentator, the 
author of the “Book of the Pious,” furnishes a version of his own. 
The children of Jacob were grieved that they had left the old man 
there alone during the night, and in view of what happened to him they 
vowed never to eat the sinew of the thigh-vein. According to the “ Book 
of the Pious,” therefore. the origin of the custom was a vow on the part 
of the children of Jacob. It was not a command of the Torah. Two 
other authors authority cannot be questioned—the great 
Maimonides himself and Rabbi Levi ben Gershom—declare that the 
whole story was one of Jacob's dreams.. Josephus goes so far as to 
assertthatit was Jacob himself who abstained from the sinew of the 
thigh-vein. “Now when he felt pain by this struggling upon his broad 
sinew, he abstained from eating that sinew himself afterward; and for 
his sake it is still not eaten by us.” 

The comic side of the whole problem in that, according to reliable 
physiological! authorities, there is no such thing as a hollow of the thigh. 
We are informed that there is, for example, a hollow of the leg but no 
hollow of the thigh: 
the hollow of his thigh is an impossible feat. If such be the case, think 
of the futility of the thousand writers who must have dealt with this 
subject and who must have strained their intelligence to find an explana- 
tion for a prohibition which is no prohibition at all. The best that can 
be said of the whole story, preachers probably have ‘said times without 
number. Jacob's wrestling feat was symbolical of Israel's striving 
throughout Jewish history. Though the odds were against Jacob, he yet 
prevailed, even though his adversary left him limping. So, too, with the 
Jewish fpeople. Despite internal and external difficulties the Jewish 
people may be left limping, but it will triamph in the end. All this is 
very pretty and may pass musteras homiletics. But the basis for alaw? 
Hardly. 

The story of Jacob's struggle is paralleled in other literatures—-in the 
struggle of the Giants and the Titans, in the struggle of Heracles 
and the Giant Antaens. In the story of the struggle of Heracles 
with Hippocoon you may even find a parallel to the wounded thigh. 
Jacob’s injured thigh-vein was then no isolated phenomenon; 
some people “might call it a piece of Jewish folk-lore. Such 
as it is, it is on this foundation that legalists have built up the prohibition 
against eating the hind quarters of cattle unless the sinew of the thigh- 
vein be first removed from them. It must be admitted that there is no 
great hardship in not eating the sinew of the thigh-vein. But that is not 
the point. What matters is that here, in the desire to obtain the sanction 
of Holy Writ for a ctistom or a practice where there is no sanction, ts 
committed one of the seven deadly sins, the sin against truth. 

This raises the fundamental question of the Jewish attitude to the 
text of Holy Writ. Is it not more reasonable to assert that Holy ‘Writ is 
the earliest literature of the Jewish people, and as such should be 
precious in the sight of all Jews? As part of that literature the story of 
the sinew of the thigh-vein is given its proper valuation. On any other 
basis it has no appeal at all. 

It is strange how a curiously-worded phrase in the Bible may give 
one ftiriously to think. ‘Lhis is a case in point.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“ And now behold the king walketh before you and I am old and 
qray haired: and behold my sons are with you. And I have 
walked before you from my childhood to this day.”—I Samuel au, 2. 


The story of the life of Samue! the prophet makes many an appeal to 
the sympathies of the reader. What more moving scene is there in 
Scripture than that of the little child in the hushed Temple, who hears 
the voice of God but knows not who has called him? Or the contact 
between age and youth, when Eli bids the. child listen again for the 
Divine Voice, and answer: “Speak, Lord, for Thy servant heareth?” 
From that moment the word of the Lord, that had. been so rare, came 
freely and frequently to Samuel. “All Israel, from Dan unto Beer- 
sheba. knew that Samue! was established to be a prophet of the 
Lord.” The office which he established and ‘hekl was a much larger 
factor in the history of Israel than any such office had been since 
the days of Moses. It was of vital import to Israei’s history at its 
most critical ‘period.’ In Samuel were combined the offices of prophet 
and of jadge. He was a judge in a different sense from any of his prede- 
ceasors. He was not a mere warrior or hero raised up to save a few 
tribes of Israel from a particular foe. He was the restorer of the whole 
land. He brought the different parts of it into connection with each 
other. He made Israel feel for the first time the blessings of a common 
organisation, the advantages of being subject to regular government, 
contrasting so forcibly with the misery and futility of their condition, 
when each man did that which was right in his own eyes. His 
was the task to bring home to the minds and hearts of his country- 
men the knowledge of God's righteous rule. How 
became the absorbing passion of his life, may te seen in the record 


- of his emotions when the elders of Irsael come to him with that 


request, strange and *o ungrateful: “ Make usa king.” And yet this 
very demand was in itself a tribute to the work accomplished by Samuel. 
it could scarcely have arisen in the minds of any great body of the people 
in the previous age. Samuel's unifying work among them had awakered 
a sense of order and co-operation to which hitherto they had been 
strangers. He had made his sons judges over Israel. But they utterly failed 
to walk in hiaway. They were no prophets, noservants of the Most High 
God. They were not even fit to be judges. “ They turned aside after hucre, 
aud took bribes and perverted judgment "(I Samuel viii., 1.3). The effect of 
their, misdeeds was similar to that which arises in all ages from such 
CANES. Dissatisfaction leads to a cry for change, a feeling that the 
fault of the persons in office implies some evil or defect in the system 
which has to be administered. 
a different sort of rule, one jess irregular and fluctuating. They seemed 
to be at a disadvantage with the nations round about them, particularly 
at a military disadvantage. But it was certaiply the influence and the 
teaching of Samuel bimself that had impressed upon them the necessity 
for the coherence and unity of the commonwealth. That coherence and 
that unity would, they thought, best be symbolised and realised in the 
person of a king. “ But the thing displeased Samuel and he cried unto the 
Lord.” The reasons for his displeasure were in no wise connected with a 
desire for personal aggrandisement. He protests iv that other scene, that 
forms our Haphforah, against any suggestion, that his office bad brought him 
in the past, or could bring him in the future any personal advantage. To 
hear this faithful and noble servant of Gud makirg this protest, as he lays 
down his office in his old age, makes another appeal to our utmost 
sympathy. “Iam old and grey-headed. I have walked before you from 
my childhood unto this dey. And now here I am, witness against me 
- + + Whom have I defrauded, whom have I oppressed, of whose hand 
have I received any bribe?" Samuel's displeasure was due to the 
thought that Israel's rejection of him implied a rejection of his life's 
work. He had all his life been possessed with one great conviction, 
that the righteous God was King of the land. In his name and 
in His strength, he had been rebuking evil and asserting 
right. He believed that his government was better than any 
they could substitute for it. And he prayed unto the Lord. 
The answer came in one of those strange paradoxes by which Divine 
providence often seems to reveal itself. “ Hearken upto the voice of the 
people. They have not rejected thee. They have rejected Me.” Let 
them have their way, for only so will they learn ultimately that kings 
also as well as jadges must rule in the name and by the guidance of God. 
Samuel's natural impulse was to preserve the order of thiogs which he 
had been at so much pains to foster and maintain. But God's rule is not 
to be confused with the rigidness of any form orisystem of government. 
If this were a personal question Samuel might be justified in insisting 
that the people should surrender themselves to his judgment. Bat the 
desire to substitute a visible for an invisible ruler cannot be dealt 
with by a mere adherence to existing forms. The evil requires 
& much more radical treatment. The people must be taught that they 
caunot live without their unseen Ruler, however comely may be the ruler 
of theirchoice. So the vox poy uli may harmonise with the vor Dei to which 
it seems so utterly opposed. The fulfilment of the people's wish may 
lead to the fulfilment of the Divine purposes. The king they have chosen 
will prove the instrument of that purpose, not as they apprehend, but as 
an example of how even kings must submit to the Divine rule or their 
kingdom will be taken from them. But the old man Samuel will remain 
faithful to the God he bas served, to the péople for whom he has 
laboured and even to the king who will need his guidance. “As for me. 


God forbid that I should sin against the Lord in ceasing to pray for you. 
I will still teach you the good and the right way.”

NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath MP, Numbers xvi., 1—xviii., 32. 

XVI., 10. Rashi’s comment on this verse is: “ He hath brought thee 
near” to that Ministry from which He debarred the rest of the Community 
of Israel. Two considerations make it clear that this explanation is 
incorrect. In the first place, if that were the meaning, the words would 
be an unnecessary repetition of verse 9, where Moses pointed out that 
the tribe of Levi had been distinguished by God from the other tribes to 
serve in the Tabernacle. Secondly, there is an abrupt change from the 
plaral SSMN in the preceding verse to the singular “JAN in the present 
verse. which can hardly be without significance. The continuation of 
“thou and all thy company ” in the verse that follows makes it certain 
that “thee” in verse 10 must refer to Korah and that Moses is addressing 
him personally. 

In view of this fact, it seems very probable, as Ehriich suggests, that 
after Moses alluded to the distinction conferred upon the Levites as a 
whole, he proceeded to emphasise that the family to which Korah 
belonged had been singled ont for particular notice ; and consequently, 
he of all people should not have associated himself with the revolt. In 
Chapter iv., Moses and Aaron had received the command to allot special 
duties to the sons of Kohath and in this respect they ranked higher than 
the other Levites. Moses, accordingly, reproached Korah for a lack of 
appreciation of this distinction. If this interpretation is correct, we have 
to understand “all thy brethren the sons of Levi” to mean the Kohathites; 
and “the sons of Levi” is added to “all thy brethren” to prevent the 
latter phrase from being taken in the sense of “ brother-Israelites.” 

Verse 1l. The words cain be construed in two ways. According to 
Rashi the transiation should be: “Therefore thou and ail thy company 
are gathered together against the Lord,” which agrees with the Revised 
Version. More literally the Hebrew might be rendered: “ Therefore 
thou and all thy company that are gathered together (are assembled) 
against the Lord.” Nachmanides takes another view. In verses 6 and 
the folld\wing Moses had addressed allthe rebels; then in verses 8 and the 
following he spoke to the Levites who had joined the revolt;'and now he 
resumes his address to them all. The American-Jewish version adopts 
the second alternative, although the first seems to fit in better with the 
remainder of the verse. The meaning of the whole would thenbe: Why 
should you murmur against Aaron? His office was conferred upon him 
by God; so, if you are dissatisfied, your compiaint must be against Him! 

Verse 12. Dathan and Abiram, who belonged to the tribe of Reuben, 
were also ringleaders in the rebellion, but their grievance was different 
from that of Korah. The latter resented that his tribesman, Aaron, 
should hold the premier position; but it could have mattered nothing to 
Dathan and Abiram whether Korah or Aaron was High Priest. They doubt- 
less felt resentment that the Levites were the leading tribe of Israel and 
thought that the dignity belonged to the Reubenites, since their ancestor 
was the firstborn of Jacob. Consequently there were two distinct factions 
and Moses had to deal with each separately. Having for the time being 
disposed of Korah's party, be next wished to answer the complaints of 
the men of Reuben and summoned their leaders to appear before him. 
Their answer was “we will not come up.” Ibn Ezra supposes that the 
Tabernacle was pitched on an elevated site, so that anybody approaching 
it would bave to make an ascent. There is no evidence in support of 
this explanation, and Rashbam points out much more plausibly that 777 
is a technical term for attending a court of justice. Examples of the 
employment of the verb in this sense will be found in Deuteronomy xxv., 
7 and Rath iv., 1. 

Verse 13. This is the only place in the Bible where the description 
“land flowing with milk and honey” is applied to any land but Canaan ; 
and that it should be used in connection with the former “ house of 
bondage " is a vivid indication of the rebels’ distorted vision. 


The Legal Position of the Jewess. 


COUNCIL MEETING. 


‘COMMUNICATED. } 


A largely attended meeting of the Council for the Amelioration of 
the Legal Position of the Jewess was held last week at 8f, Bickenhall 
Mansions, W.1, the residence of Mrs. H. Irwell. Mrs. Ernest Lesser, 
who presidea, outlined the main objects of the Council in endeavouring 
to bring about certain improvements in the legal status of Jewesses, 
especially in respect to marriage and divorce. She drew attention to the 
progress which had been made in propaganda during the past two years. 
The work, she said, had appealed to many of the foreiga delegates who 
attended the International Conference of the Jewish Association for the 
Protection of Girls and Women, in 1927; andsince then, the Conference 
of Anglo-Jewish Preachers had adopted a resolution, asking the Chief 
Rabbinate of this country to take the initial steps to secure the convening 
of a Universal Assembly of Orthodox Rabbis. A similar resolution had 
mes adopted by an overwhelming majority at the Deputies of British 

ews. 

Miss L. HANDs, the Hon. Secretary, reported on her visit to the 
World Congress of Jewish Women held in Hamburg. On the Jast day 
of the Congress, the following resolution had been unavimously adopted : 

; The members of the World Congress of Jewish Women feel the need of 4 
Universal Assembly of Orthodox Ravbis to deal with problems affecting the 
legal status of Jewish women, with special reference to marriage and divorce, 


in accordance with the principles of traditional Judaism. They therefore 


request the Rabbinical authorities to take tue initial steps towards the calling 
into existence of such a body. 


Mrs. Lesser proposed and Mrs. Irwell seconded a resolution asking 
that these important matters should be brought to the notice of the forth- 
coming Conference of Angio-Jewish Preachers. The resolution was 
carried.

It now appears 
as if both ‘sides, the Christiars and the J« ws, are beginnirg to express 
disappointment with the work of the Committee. The Christians are 
dissatisfied with the Jewish demand that their missionary work among 
the Jews should be abandoned and they protest against the suspected 
consent of some of the Christian leaders tothe Jewish demand. The 
Jews, on the other hand, charge the promoters of the Goodwill Movement 
with utilising it for the purpose of fostering conversion among Jews. 
The Rev. Mr. Anthony, onegft the originators cf the Goodwill Move ment, 
though speaking in his oWn name, makes it clear that the Christian 
churches do net propose to abancon their missionary activities among 
Jews, and the Orthedox Jews here believe that itis high time that the 
Goodwill Movement should be abandoned.

Jewish Part in Important Strike. 

(From our Correspondent—NEW YORK.| 
The Internaticnal Garment Workers Union, one of the strongest 
Labour bodies in the United States, with over 30,000 members in 2,200 
shops in New York, has declared a strike to end swea'shops and to 
obtain increased pay. The trade is monopolised by Jews and the strike 
was timed to coincide with the beginning of the work for the sutomn 
season and the end of the period of slackness. A strike fund of 250,000 
dollars is being raised with the aid of the American Federation of 
Labour. 
several minor instances of violence between strikers and opponents 
bave already occurred, and the strike area is heavily patrolled by police. 
Violence has also broken out in the furriers’ strike. About sixty 
strikers have been arrested, and though many have been released, 
others have been sentenced to as much as twelve months’ imprisonment. 


Amazing Fraud on German Anti-Semites. 
Death-Ray for Exterminating Jews. 
(From our Correspondent—BERLIN. 


Some interesting facts have been revealed at the trial of the German 
anti-Semite Herr Brihan at Frankfort. It transpired that the accused 
had obtained by false pretences about 60,000 marks to promote his alleged 
invention ofa ray which could exterminate huge crowds at a distance. 
He founda number of anti-Semitic Junkers and nobles to whom he 
promised that, with the aid of his ‘ray, he conld kill huge numbers 
of Jews and Bolsheviks assembled at meetings and demonstrations. 
Fome of the Prussian pobles, and even some of the military men 
fully believed that at last they had a method of exterminating large 
numbers of Jews and Ccmmunists, as well as vast French and Red 
Russian Armies. The first experiment was to be made at a Jewish 
meeting, and if it proved successful, the accused was to receive more 
money ‘as a reward. As bowever the apparatus failed to work, the 
promoters of the :upposed invention looked into the matter more closely 
and discovered they had been hoaxed. The court returned a verdict of 
guilty and sentenced the accused to imprisonment for a year and three 
months.

Effect of Mixed Marriage.

Under the heading M:ne Tekel Upharsin, the Jewish Press here 
publishes latest figures of births in Prissia according to various 
denominations.

Concession to Jewry. 


[From our Correspondent —BUCHAREST.} 


The Minister of Pablic Worship, Mr. Viad, has made an offer to 
the Jews in the Senate in the course of the discussion of the new Com- 
munities Bill, that only the three big recognised sections of the Jewish 
Community, the Sephardic, the Orthodox and the Reform Jews, should, 
under the new bill be able to form separate communities io every town 
and that the privilege of separation should be withheld from ali other 
grozps. The Jewish Senators, headed by Chief Rabbi Dr. Niemirower, 
declared, however, that this concession was inadequate, and that the 
Jews wanted a unified Community only. They made it plain to the 
Government that what it termed the grant of religious liberty to the 
Jews to form separate commanities opened the road to hopeless divisions 
in the Communities which would make the normal course of communal 
lite impossible.

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Lithuanian Premier's Fine Words. 


Petty Officials’ Tyranny. 
[From our Correspondent—Kovno. | 

Since Professor Waldemaras, the Prime Minister of Lithuania and its 
virtual Dictator, has visited Western Europe he seems to have learned 
the niceties of West-Furopean statesmanship. He knows now how to 
speak cordially and appear full of friendly feelings without in the least 
relinquishing his policy of animosity. He has just laid the corner-stone 
of a Jewish hospital in Kovno, and charmed the Jews who attended the 
ceremony by the short speech in Hebrew, which he concluded with the 
words beshaah mustachath (in a happy hour. 

Bat this respect for Hebrew and Jewish sentiment did not prevent 
the chief of the Kovno police issuing an order to remove all Jewish sigas, 
from outside shops and houses despite the protests of the Jewish 
population. Another police officer found it possible, without any fear 
of punishment, to send policemen to the synagogue to search mere 
for a Christian child who had recently disappeared. Anti-Semitic 
proclamations are being spread in many cities. The general attitude 
of the administration is far from being satisfactory. The Jewish 
population is left to find whatever compensation and consolation it can 
in the Hebrew speech of the Prime Minister. 


South General Election. 


Successful Jewish Candidates. 


Among the Jews who have attained political honours in the recent 
General Election are Mr. C. P. Robinson (S.A.P.), Sir Ernest Oppenheimer 
(S.A.P.), Mr. M. Kentridge (Lab. Nat. Council), Mr. E. Nathan (S.A.P.), 
and Mr. 8. Buirski (S.A.P.) 

Notable failures are Advocate Morris Alexander, K.C. (Ind.), Mr. B. 
Alexander (Nat.), Mr. H. J. Schlosberg (Nat.), and Mr. H. Carter (S.A.P.). 
It will be noted that most of the successful Jewish candidates belong to 
the South African Party, and therefore the chances of a Jew being elected 
to the Cabinet are considerably narrowed.

THe Court at Cleveland, U.S5.A., has acquitted the two prisoners, a 
German and a Czecho-Slovakian, who desecrated the local Jewish 
cemetery, on the ground that they were not responsible for their action 
because they were drunk. 


THE Conference of the Hicem (Hias, Ica and Emigdirekt) has decided 
to renew the pact of co-operation between the Hias, Ica and «migdirekt 
for another three years for emigration and immigration work. The budget 


for the new year will be 200,000 dollars, making an increase of 40,000 
dollars on the preceding year. 


iN @ test case the Austrian High Court has decided that a Jewish 
owner of land is obliged under the existing old law to repair a church 


adjoining his land and to contribute annually towards the maintenance 
of the Charch. 


IN response to the protest of the Union of Austrian Jews against the 
exclusion of Jews from several Austrian Sammer resorts, the Dapurt- 


ment of the State Railways has announced that it will not circulate the 
advertisements of any resorts which ban Jews. 


THE trial at Krementchug, in Ukraine, of a number of anti-semitic 
workers who were accused of assaulting their Jewish colleagues and of 
conducting anti-Jewish propaganda is now over. The ringleaders have 
been sent to prison for ten years each in solitary confinement and their 
property is to be confiscated. Three of the accused have been sent to 
prison for five yearsand another for three years. 


A GANG of anti-Semites at Telsi, Lithuania, armed with iron s‘icks 
and stones, attacked a group of Yishibah students bathing in the river. 
The police, who were summoned to th: river, refused to interfere.

The Sixteenth Zionist Congress. 
— 
LABOUR VICTORY IN PALESTINE ELECTIONS. 


The Labour groups have secured eighteen delegates to the Zionist 
Congress in the elections held in Palestine. The state of the other 
parties is as follows: Mizrachists, three; Zionist-Revisionists, three ; 


Centre Groups, three; Nationalists, one; and Yemenites, one. Mr. 


Jabotinsky is one of the three Revisionists who secured election. 

The final returns for the election of a delegate in France have con. 
firmed the victory of Mr. Naiditch, the prq Weizmann candidate. Never. 
theless, the figures are regarded as a moral triumph for Mr. Jabotinsky’s 
policy. The votes cast for Mr. Jabotinsky amounted to 459 as against 
509 polled by Mr. Naiditch. The Labour Zionist list received 147 votes. 

The action of the Zionist Executive in reducing the number of dele. 
gates for Congress-Poland from twenty-nine to twenty-eight has again 
modified the retarns, which are finally declared as follows: Mizrachist, 
twelve: Hitachdut, five; Et-Libnot, five; Poale-Zionists, three: Radical! 
Zionists, three. 

Dr. Dante Lattes has been elected in Rome as delegate to the 
Congress. 

Lithuania’s five seats at the Zionist Congress have been divided 
among five parties: The Revisionist Zionists, the General Zionists, the 
Mizrachists, the Hitachdut Labour, and the Poale-Zionists. 


Speakers at the Congress. 


The Congress will be opened by Dr. C. Weizmann in Zurich on 
July 28th. Mr. N. Sokolow will follow him with an address on the late 
Dr. Herzl and the Zionist Organisation, on the occasion of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the death of the Zionist leader. | 

The Congress will sit until August 6th, and in the course of the pro- 
ceedings addresses will be delivered by Dr. Weizmann, Dr. Arthur Ruppin, 
Dr. Felix Rosenbiiith, Professor Brodetsky, Mr. Harry Sacher, Dr. Arthur 
Hantke, and Mr. Ussishkin, who will deal with various aspects_of the 
Zionist work. 

According to information which bas reached Jerusalem, it is expected 
that Lord Melchett, Professor Einstein, and Deputy Leon Bium will 
personally speak at the opening. 


Jewish Agency Elections. 
STORMY SCENES IN PALESTINE. 
| From our Correspondent—JERUSALE™M. } 


The Asefat Haniveharim (the Jewish Elected Assembly) has finally 
agreed to elect Rabbi Uziel, Messrs. N. Bialik, Ahronovitz, Benzvi, 
Miller and Meyouchas as the Palestinian representatives gn the Jewish 
Agency. They are all going to represent the non-Zionists of Palestine, 
although they are themselves keen Zionists. The most curious part of 
the situation is that the poet Bialik and Mr. Benzvi, both noted Zionist 
leaders, are to sit as non-Zionists on the Jewish Agency! Little wonder, 
then, that Mr. Jabotinsky, who led the opposition at the session of the 


' Asefat Haniveharim, tried to put a stop to the whole election as a 


farce. The excitement at the meetings of the Assembly was very 
great and the meeting had to be adjourned. 

The session was re-opened on the following day when the Revisionist 
Zionists, led by Mr. Jabotinsky, continued their obstructionist tactics for 
a considerable time. Finally, however, the Revisionis( Zionists, realising 
the hopelessness of the fight and their inability to prevent the ultimate 
election of the Jewish Agency members, withdrew from the Assembly. 

The six Palestinian members proposed for the:Jewish Agency were: 
Messrs. N. Bialik, Ahronovitz, Benzvi (Labour), Suchovitzky (Labour), 
Meyouchas (representing the colonists), and either Chief Rabbi Kook, or 
Rabbi Uziel. The question whether Chief Rabbi Kook or Rabbi Uziel is 
to represent Palestine on the Jewish Agency has been left to the decision 
of the Mizrachists and the Sephardim, who will have to decide the 
matter between themselves. 


Poland's Representation. 


Greater Poland has now elected thirteen members of the Jewish 
Agency. The representatives of Congress-Poland are: Rabbi Lifshitz 
(the President of the Union of Polish Rabbis), Rabbi Kahane, Mr. Shalom 
Ash (the well-known writer), Dr. Samuel Goldflam, Mr. Boris Eitengon 
(an industrialist), Mr. Henry Askenasy (a banker), and Mr. Joseph 
Landan. 

The representatives of Eastern Galicia elected at the Lemberg Con- 
ference are: Rabbi David Hurwitz, Dr. Emil Parnass, Dr. Philip Shieicher 
and Dr. Carl Halpern. Western Galicia b&s chosen Dr. Leon Ader and 
Dr. Raphael Landau as its representative s. 

The Jewish artisans in Poland, who have a very strong organisation, 
have announced that they will no longer be associated with the Jewis) 
Agency, because none of their representatives secured election. 


Agudat Yisrael not to Participate. 


It is stated on the authority of Mr. Jacob Rosenheim, the political 
leader of the Agudat Yisrael, that the World Organisation will not be 
represented in the Jewish Agency and that it will send a formal notifica 
tion to this effect to the British Government and to the League of Nations. 
No invitation hasbeen extended by the Zionist Organistion to the Agudt 
Yisrael to join the Jewish Agency, and the leaders regard this action 9 
an admission that the Zionist Executive is unable to comply with the 
conditions proposed by the 4gudat Yisrael Organisation that the Jewish 
Agency and the Keren Hayesod shoald exclude cultural work from theif 


activities and leave the educational work in the hands of autonomol® 
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Association of Young Zionist Societies. 


FOURTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 


The fourth annual Conference of the Association of Young Zionist 
Bocieties was beldon Sunday at Jews’ College, Guilford Street. 

Mr. J. SiuTSKY, who presided, sa'd that the Association was not 
supporting any particular party in the Congress elections. The past year 
had been one of steady concentration. Close contact had been maintained 
with all the affiliated societies. In the past, membersof affiliated societies 
had regarded Hebrew classes as an imposition. He was firmly of the 
opinion that they should make Hebrew the predominating issue in the 
Zionist Youth Movement in this country. Next year’s activity would be 
one mainly of propaganda and education, and they hoped to increase the 
number of their affiliated societies, particularly in London. 

Mr. CARL FINE presented the annual report, of which the following is 
an abstrac:: 

The year’s work has been marked by the most cordial co-operation in all 
spheres, and @ very encouraging Sign is that practically all the new societies 
were created by Executive propaganda. We are pleased torecord that this rear 
no financial difficulties were met with, and our entire budget is now provided 
py the English Zionist Federation. _ 

’ There are now some forty societies directly affiliated to the Association. 
Two new societies were formed, one in Bristol and the other in Swansea, anid 
.n addition the Cardiff society has been revived. In London, three new societies 
heve been formed—the South Hackney, Ha Lapid and Hashachar. Two Junior 
Heacons of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans have taken advantage of the change 
.n our Constitation made last vear, which enabled them to become affiliated to us. 
The Third Zionist Summer Schoo! will be held at Bangor, North Wales, from 
August 18th to September Ist. 

Mr. 8S. TINAVITCH presented the annual accounts. 
developing the activities of the Association were discussed. 

The afternoon session opened with the report on the YOUNG ZIONIST, 
by Mr. NORMAN LouRIE, After a discussion the following amended 
resolution was carried : 3 

“That the Executive be empowered to explore the possibilities of enlisting 
assistance for the publication of a youth journa! consistent with the general 
principles of the Association of Young Zionist Societies, and to enter into and 
complete negotiations for the publication of such a magazine and that should 
such negotiations fail, the Executive was empowered toapproach the English 


Zionist Federation and the Jewish Nationa! Fund for the production of a joint 
Zionist journal.” 


Methods for 


Mr. LOURIE reported on the Habonim scheme of educating in Zionism | 


janiors between the ages of 12 to 16. The Conference pledged itself to 
put the scheme into operation as far as possible in connection with the 
young Zionist societies and the districts in which they operate. 

The Conference adopted resolutions submitted by the Executive and 
the affiliated societies, dealing with Zionist propaganda, the settlement 
of Shekel accounts, relations of the Association with other Zionist bodies 
and internal administration. 

The following were elected: Messrs. A. Levitsky, President; L. 
Noble, Vice-President (London); L. Rosen, Vice-President (Provincia)) ; 
8S. Tinavitch, Treasurer; Carl Fine, Hon. Secretary; and an Executive 
consisting of ten London members and five Provincial members. 

The new President, Mr. A. LEVITSKY, proposed a vote of thanks to 
the retiring President, Mr. J. Siutsky, and other retiring members of the 
Executive, Messrs. Bakstansky, Bogard and Tilcen. 

Mr. A. LE VAY LAWRENCE, who represents the English Zionist 
Federation on the Association’s Executive, offered the sum of £10 which 
was to be used for priz2s in connection with educational work at the 
Z.onist Sammer School. 

Mr. Morris Myer also spoke for the English Zionist Federation. 

Miss L. HANDS brought greetings on behalf of the Union of Jewish 
literary Societies and the Federation of Women Zionists, and Dr. Frances 
Burnee, of the American Hadassah Movement, also spoke. 

On Saturday evening a reception was given to the delegates by the 
lashacher Young Zionist Society at 1, Minster Road, Shoot-up-Hil), and 
on Sunday evening a dance was given by the North London Young Zionist 
Soctety at the Marcus Samuel Hall, Egerton Road. 


Luncheon to Dominions Zionists. 
THE MOVEMENT IN SOUTH AFRICA AND AUSTRALIA. 


A luncheon was given by the Executive of the Zionist Organisation 
in honour of Mr, Isaac Ochberg, of Johannesburg (President of Cape Town 
Dorshei Zion) Mrs. Ochberg, and of other Zionists from the Dominions, 
at the First Avenue Hotel, High Holborn, on Monday. 

Professor SELIG BRODETSKY, who presided, in proposing the toast of 
Mr. and Mrs, Ochberg and the other South Afriean Zionists present, 
spoke of the great services which Mr. Ochberg had rendered to Jewish 
life and to Zionism, and said that what Mr. and Mrs. Ochberg had done 
since the War for the Ukrainian orphans, who had been the victims of the 
worst kind of anti-Jewish persecution, had earned for them the thanks 
and the gratitude of all true Jews. After welcoming Mrs. Dugdale, 
Professor Brodetsky announeed that Dr. Weizmann’s heaith had suffl- 
ciently improved to enable him to leave Paris to go to Switzerland for a 
short holiday before attending the coming Zionist Congress. 

Mr, OCHBERG stressed the need of optimism in Zionist endeavour. 
He thought that there was a tendency to expect things to materialise too 
quickly, A movement like that of Zionism must necessarily take genera- 
tions of work before it could be brought to a successful conclusion. 
Optimism helped—pessimism hindered. In South Africa they were 
full of optimism, and just before he left about 130 delegates attended a 
conference animated by intense enthusiasm to help the Cause in every 
possibie way and to assist their leaders in bringing the Movement toa 
Successful conclusion. They must repose complete confidence in their 
leaders and be charitab‘e in cases of any slight mistake that might occur.

United Palestine Appeal. 


SERIOUS SITUATION IN AMERICA. 
[From a Correspondent—NEwW YORK.} 

The results of this year’s United Palestine Appeal have caused grave 
concern to the Zionist leaders here. The falling off in the collections 
which was noticeable last year is more pronounced this year, and the 
United Palestine Appeal was compelled to inform the headquarters of 
the Ke. en Hayesod that in estimating its income for the next year it must 
reckon with a considerable decre:se of its income from the U nited States 
of America. The position is considered serious here because, despite the 
presence of Mr. Nahum Sokolow and the successful completion 
of the negotiations with the non-Zionists concerning the enlarged 
Jewish Agency, the collection for the United Palestine Appeal has 
been more than disappointing. Not only has the number of contributors 
decreased but the amounts contributed are smaller. The Zionist circles 
fear that the defaulting of the American Zionists will lead to the curtailing 
of the Palestine Zionist budget. The American Zionist headquarters has 
already received from Jerusalem an intimation that the Palestine Zionist 
Executive has been compelled to cnt its expenditure by 25 per cent. for 
the four months June-September, 1929. The Zionist budget is usually 
made up to the first of October, and as the income of the Palestine 
Foundation Fund has been considerably decreased the salaries to the 
teachers and officials may not be paid out. 

The difficulties with which the Zionist Organisatica of America and 
the United Palestine Appeal are confronted are widely known, and it is 
surprising, to say the least, that the expected support from the non- 
Zionists is still withheld.

Sin,—May I cffer the following comments on “ Non-Zionist’s” letter 


» your issue of July 5th with reference to Dr. Weizmann’s recent state- 
nent of policy?

We have been worrying a great deal about terminology. I should like to 

ve, briefly and somewhat drastically, a formulation of my credo. If nation- 

Liem means a political relationship of Palestine to the Jews. in other lands, if 

‘he Jewish National Homeland is to deprive the Jews without its borders of the 

«tation they have attained after such bitter struggles, then Lam no nationalist, 

nd no sensible Zionist is a nationalist. We do not desire to interfere politi- 

allv, directly or indirectly, with the life of the Jews outside Palestine. If, 
however, nationalism means the creation of a material basis in Palestine upon 
nich we can build the structure of a Jewish civilisation, then we are 

Hationalists. This conception should present no difficulties. We Zionists, of 

ourse, lay especial emphasis upon one point: to us Zionism is the foremost 

oroblem of Jewry. We have consecrated gur life to the service of this ideal ; 
we shall continue to do so in the hope that others may follow. But we shal! 
not attempt to force our ideals upon anyone. just as 1 do not expect you to try 
| aud diminish our zeal and enthusiasm by one iota. 
g After expressing his confident expectation that “the Agency will 
je become a working instrument in a very short time,” Dr. Weizmann con- 
luded by saying that 

Once we have actually reached this point, once we are facing the pro- 
blems offered by Palestine, we shall find unity withim our work. Common 
abour will unite us when formulae failed. 

In the light of this clear and unequivocal statement of Dr. Weizmann’s 
me position—a position to which he has consistently adbered—it is astonish- 
i ing that “ Non-Zionist” should now suggest thatthe enlargement of the 
Jewish Agency is based upon an undertaking by Zionists to be silent 
Fupon the subject of Zionism. I do not know what “ Non-Zionist’s” 
object may be, but, like him, I prefcr “something a little more straight- 
forward acd ingenuous.” The real meaniog of the ‘proposals for the 

nlargement of the Agency is perfectly clear. An attempt is being made 
o find common ground upon which all Jews who respond to the call of 
Palestine can join forces in the work of reconstruction in the spirit of the 
halfour Declaration and the Mandate. There is ample room for fruitful 
‘o-operation, but there is not, and never has been, any question of the 
surrender of principles on either side. Non-Zionists are not being asked 
‘to abandon their convictions, but neither are Zionists asked to abandon

League of Nations Mandates Commission. 
SIR JOHN CHANCELLOR'S REPORT ON PALESTINE. 

The Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of Naticns con- 
sidered the report of the British Governn en) on the administration of 
Palestine during 1928, at its meeting in Geneva last Friday. 

The High Commissioner for Palestine, Sir Jobn Chancellor, made a 
statement and answered questions on the political and economic 
Situation in Palestine. He stated that during the year the relations 


between the Jews and Arabs considerably improved and the only . 


disturbance of the peace which occurred was the Wailing Wall 
incident. Sections of the Arab population, which hitherto maic- 
tained a hostile attitude to the Jewish National Home, and refused 
all collaboration with the Jews and the Government, changed their views. 
Contrary to their previous standpoint the Arabs wero now anxious to 


secure representative Government in Palestine, and this demand was — 


submitted to him by an Arab depusation. He had to tell them, however, 
that various difficulties prevented the Government from complying with 
their request; there were obligations under the Mandate and the fact 
that thé country was holy to three religions. Nevertheless, the Govern. 
ment would try to arrive at the best solution of the problem. After a 
period of economic depression, Jewish immigration on a large scale had 
begun again. The Hebrew University was developing as an intellectual 
Jewish centre of great importance. The economic crisis was over and 
agriculture and industry were growing. The trade balance still showed 
an annual deficit of abcut £5,000,000, but this was balanced to some 
extent by the growing tourist traffic. 


Adjustments in Manicipal Government. 

At its resumed sitting on Saturday the Commission asked for supp‘c- 
mentary information on the enlargement of the Jewish Agency and its 
relations with the Government of Palestine. Questions were also asked 
about public finance, with particular reference to municipal. resources 
and about the liquor traffic. 

With regard to manicipal government, the High Commissioner said 
that in the first place a levy on import duties had been substituted or 
the town dues (which were formerly a source of municipal revenue). 
That levy in turn was superseded by a system of subsidies, and now, as 
this was unpopular, a new means was being sought to mect the wishes of 
the municipalities. Although the trade balance was uafavourable, the 
deficit was largely compensated by the sums forwarded to Palestine by 
Jewish communities abroad and by ‘the profit on the tourist traffic in 
Palestine. 

The Customs revenue was increasing and the construction of the Halfa 
Harbour was expected tostimulate trade. The Dead Sea Salts concession 
had already been allotted to Major Tulloch and Mr. Novomeysky. The

, MODERN DRAINAGE AND LIGHTING.

Llearn on good anthority that Jerusalem is to be provided witha 
modern sewerage system inthe course of the next two or three years. 
Hitherto the system has been very primitive, but it will be rem: died 
by the new scheme, wheroby all city refuse will be carried out via the 
Valley of Jehoshaphat into the Vaile of Hinnom, and there distributed. 
The cost of the work wil! be ovér £55 ),000, of which the first £50,000 will 
be loaned by the Government to the Jerusalem Munic'pality. 

Now that Jerusalem is being equipped with electric lighting by a 
British concern, it may well be said to be forging ahead. True, the 
; Company is coming in for c ynsiderable recrimination for neglecting to 

employ adequate Jewish labour, and I have even heard that the 
Directors here regret the attitude they took up. Nevertheless, lighting 
r will be provided to central Jerusalem not later than September of this year. 

Other large projects which will make Jerusalem a metropolis worthy 
of the name. are the huge King David Hotel (in which the Shepheard's 
and Continental-Savoy Hotels management of Cairo, the Economic Board 
for Palestine in London, and the Palestine Economic Corporation of New 
York are co-operating), the Jerusalem Palace Hotel, being erected by the 
Mosiem Wakf and leased to a Jerusalem hotel-owner, the Rockefeller 
Museum, the large Young Men's Christian Association Centre, and other 
smaller buildings. 

What Jerusalem needs most of all nowisa park. As the result of 
the absence of any recreation ground of this nature, people congregate in 
their leisure time on the main thoroughfare, the Jaffa Road, which is at 
times packed with thousands of people, and makes vebicular traffic 
hazardous for Grivers and pedestrians. The Government ought certainly 
to use its influence upon the Municipality to supply this want. 


Dead Sea Concessions. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT'S CL4IM. 


It is reported that the French Government proposes to submit to the 
Hague Tribunal a pre-war claim to the Dead Sea Concessions in which 
Trench subjects are concerned. The claim has been referred to by 
former British Misgisters for Foreign Affairs and for the Dominions, who 
decided that it con!ld not be recognised by Great Britain. The raising 
of the matter at this juncture by the French Government will probably, 
it is feared, delay the work of the concessionaires still further. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Col. HOWARD BURY asked the 
fecretary of State for Foreiga Affairs whether he had received any 
further communication from the French Goverment in regard to the 
Concession, and whether the whole question was to be referred to the 
Court at the Hague.

United Palestine Appeal. 


SPRIOUS SITUATION IN AMERICA. 
[From a Correspondent—NEW YORK.) 

The results of this year’s United Palestine Appeal have caused grave 
concern to the Zionist leaders here. The falling off in the collections 
which was noticealb*# last year is more pronounced this year, and the 
United Palestine Appeal was compelled to inform the headquarters of 
the Ke en Hayesod that in estimating its income for the next year it must 
reckon with a considerable decre se of its income from the United States 
of America. The position is considered serious here because, despite the 
Nahum Sokolow and the successful completion 
of the negotiations with the non-Zionists concerning the enlarged 
Jewish Agency, the collection for the United Palestine Appeal has 
been more than disappointing. Not only has the number of contributors 
decreased but the amounts contributed are smaller. The Zionist circles 
fear that the defaulting of the American Zionists will lead to the curtailing 
of the Palestine Zionist budget. The American Ziouist headquarters has 
already received from Jerusalem an intimation that the Palestine Zionist 
Executive has been compelled to cut its expenditure by 25 per cent. for 
the four months June-September, 1929. The Zionist budget is usually 
made up to the tirst of October, and as the income of the Palestine 
Foundation Fund has been considerably decreased the salaries to the 
teachers and officials may not be paid out. 

The difficulties with which the Zionist Organisatica of America and 
the United Palestine Appeal are confronted are widely known, and it is. 


surprising, to say the least, that the expected support from the non- 
Zionists is still withheld.

Dr. Weizmann’s Policy. 
From Mr. LEONARD STEIN, B.A. (Political Seerctary, Zionist 
Organisaiion . 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin,—May I cffer the following comments on “ Non-Zionist’s” letter 
‘o your issue of July 5th with reference to Dr. Weizmann’s recent state- 
ment of policy? 

1. As evidence of what he is pleased to describe as “ the Janus-like 
‘acing-both-ways policy of the Zionist leader,” your correspondent states 
that Dr. Weizmann “tells his Zionist collcagues that he is as keen a 
Nationalist as ever,” though “a month ago he clasped hands with Mr. 
| onis Marshall over the declaration that there were no longer any Zionists 
or any bon-Zionists once he and Dr. Weizmann had entered into the 

ewish Agency Agreement.” The allusion is apparently to Mr. Marshall's 
«peech at the Jewish Acency Conference held in New York last October. 
Your correspondent omits to state that at this very Conference, Dr. 
\Veizmann was at pains to make his position clear in an address of which 
the following is the material portion: 

We have been worrying a great deal about terminology. I should like to 
sive, briefly and somewhat drastically, a formulation of my credo. If nation- 
vlism means a political relationship of Palestine to the Jews in other lands, if 
‘he Jewish National Homeland is to deprive the Jews without its borders of the 
-tation they have attained after such bitter struggles, then Lam no nationalist, 
ind no sensible Zionist is a nationalist. We do not desire to interfere politi- 


ally; directly or indirectly, with the life of the Jews outside Palestine. If, 
however, nationalism means the creation of a material basis in Palestine upon 


whieh we can build the structure of a Jewish civilisation, then we are 
nationalists, This conception should present no difficulties. We Zionists, of 


ourse, lay especial emphasis upon one point: tous Zionism is the foremost 
roblem of Jewry. We have consecrated our life to the service of this ideal ; 
we shall continue to do so in the hope that others may follow. But we shall 
not attempt to force our ideals upon anyone. just as 1 do not expect you to try 
aud diminish our zeal and enthusiasm by one iota, 

After expressing his confident expectation that “the Agency will 
become a working instrument in a very short time,” Dr. Weizmann con- 
cluded by saying that 

Once we have actually reached this point, once we are facing the pro- 
blems offered by Palestine, we shall find unity within our work. Common 
labour will unite us when formulae failed. 

In the light of this clear and unequivocal statement of Dr. Weizmann’s 
position—a position to which he has consistently adhered—it is astonish- 
ing that “ Non-Zionist ” should now suggest thatthe enlargement of the 


Jewish Agency is based upon an undertaking by Zionists to be silent — 


upon the subject of Zionism. I do not know what “ Non-Zionist’s” 
object may be, but, like him, I prefer “something a little more straight- 


forward and ingenuous.” The real meaniog of the roposals for the 


onlargement of the Agency is perfectly clear. An attempt is being made 
‘o find common ground upon which all Jews who respond to the call of 
Palestine can join forces in the work of reconstruction in the spirit of the 
Nalfour Deelaration and the Mandate. There is ample room for fruitful 
co-operation, but there is not, and never has been, any question of the 
surrender of principles on either side. Non-Zionists are not being asked 
‘o abandon their convictions, but neither are Zionists asked to abandon 
theirs, 

2. Referring to the memorandum recently submitted by the Zionist 
Organisation to the Permanent Mandates Commission, “ Non-Zionist ” 
remarks that “I can find in it, so far as the Agency is concerned, 
vothing but the vaguest references concerning its real purpose.” 
Non- Zionist is probably not aware tha: this is only one of a series of 
‘uemoranda annually submitted to the Mandates Commission, and that 
there wou!d have been no object in again traversing in detail ground with 
‘vhich the Commission is already quite familiar. ‘“Non-Zionist” then 
vroceeds to announce a remarkable discovery. He points out that, in 
18 statement of policy published last week, “ Dr. Weizmann sari ho 
oped thatthe Agency would produce an income to Zionist funds of 
-/5),000 per annum,” whereas “the memorandum states that the income 
'S Bow £715,000.” Accordingly, ‘all this pother is over the getting of an 
«Xtra £35,000." “Non-Zionist” evidently failed to realise that the two 
‘igures are not comparable. Dr. Weizmann was not dealing with tho 
estimated aggregate income of the Zionist Funds. Ue states quite clearly 
that hets dealing with the Budget to be considered by the Zionist Congress 
for eventual submission to the Counci! of the enlarged Jewish Asoncy. 
On the other hand, the £715,000 mentioned in the Zionist report to the 
Permanent Mandates Commission is what it purports to be—namely the 
total expenditure in Palestine during the last financial year of the Zionist 
Organisation and affiliated bodies. These affiliated bodies include two 
institutions whose budgets are not within the scope of the Jewish Agency, 
namely the Jewish National Fund and the Women’s International Zionist 
Organisation, which account between them for £176,000 out of tho total 
of £715,000. These items being left out of account, the true comparison 
is between an expenditure of £539,000 in the last financial year and a 
budget of £759,000-—a difference of £211,000, and pot of £35,000, as “ Non- 
Zionist”. supposes. It should be added that Dr. Weizmann wade it clear 
that the £750,000 budget represented only a first stage in the realisation 
of the million-pound budget contemplated as a minimum by the Joint 
Palestine Survey Commission in its recent authoritative report. The 
true significance of the enlargement of the Jewish Agency cannot be 
adequately expressed in terms of immediate financial advantage, but if 
figures are to ba given at all, it is as well that they should be correct.

League of Nations Mandates Commission. 


SIR JOHN CHANCELLOR'S REPORT ON PALESTINE. 


The Permanent Mandates Commission of the Loague of Naticns con- 
sidered the report of the British Governn en} on the administration of 
Palestine during 1928, at its meeting in Geneva last Friday. 

The High Commissioner for Palestine, Sir John Chancellor, made a 
statement and answered questions on the political and economic 
situation in Palestine. «He stated that during the year the relations 
between the Jews and Arabs considerably improved and the only 
disturbance of the peace which occurred was the Wailing Wall 
incident. Sections of. the Arab population, which hitherto maic- 
tained a hostile attitude to the Jewish National Home, and refused 
all collaboration with the Jews and the Government, changed their views. 
Contrary to their previous standpoint the Arabs were now anxious to 
secure representative Government in Palestine, and. this demand was 
submitted to him by an Arab depusation. He had to tell them, however, 
that various difficulties prevented the Government from complying with 
their request; there were obligations under the Mandate and the fact 
that the country was holy to three religions. Nevertheless, the Govern- 
ment would try to arrive at the best solution of the problem. After a 
period of economic depression, Jewish immigration on a large scale had 
begun again. The Hebrew University was developing as an intellectual 
Jewish centro of great importance. The economic crisis was over and 
agriculture and industry were growing. ‘The trade balance still showed 
an annual deficit of abc ut £5,000,000, but this was balanced to some 
extent by the growing tourist traffic. 


Adjustments in Municipal Government. 

At its resumed sitting on Saturday the Commission asked for supp‘c- 
mentary information on the enlargement of the Jewish Agency and its 
relations with the Government of Palestine. Questions were also asked 
about public finance, with particular reference to municipal resources 
and about the liquor traffic. 

With regard to municipal government, the High Commissioner said 
that in the first place a levy on import duties had been substituted -for 
the town dues (which were formérly a source of municipal revenue). 
That levy in turn was superseded by a system of subsidies, and now, as 
this was unpopular, a new means was being sought to meet the wishes of 
the municipalities, Although the trade balance was uafavourable, the 
deticit was largely compensated by the sums forwarded to Palestine by 
Jewish communities abroad and by the profit on the tourist traffic in 
Palestine. 

The Customs revenue was increasing and the construction of the Haifa 
Harbour was expected tostimulate trade. The Dead Sea Salts concession 
had already been allotted to Major Tulloch and Mr, Novomeysky. The

necessary security for trading and industrial prosperity had been secured 

in the country. Difficulties still existed in the educational world in 

Palestine because of the desire of every section of the population to 

control its own schools, but the Government hoped soon to overcome them. 


Progress in Jerusalem. 
MODERN DRAINAGE AND LIGHTING. 
[From our Correspondent—J ERUSALEM.} 

Llearn on good authority that Jerusalem is to be provided with a 
modern sewerage system inthe course of the next two or three years. 
Hitherto the system has been very primitive, but it will be remrdied 
by the new scheme, whereby all city refuse will be carried out via the 
Valley of Jehoshaphat into the Vale of Hinnom, and there distributed. 
The cost of the work will be over £35),000, of which the first £50,000 will 
be loaned by the Government to the Jerusalem Municipality. 

Now that Jerusalem is being equipped with electric lighting by a 
British concern, it may well be said to be forging ahead. True, the 
Company is coming in for considerable recrimination for neglecting to 
employ adequate Jewish labour, and | have even heard that the 
Directors here regret the attitude they took up. Nevertheless, lighting 
will be provided to central Jerusalem not later than September of this year. 

Other large projects which will make Jerusalem a metropolis worthy 
of the name, are the huge King David Hotel (in which the Shepheard’s 
and Continental-Savoy Hotels management of Cairo, the Economic Board 
for Palestine in London, and the Palestine Economic Corporation of New 
York are co-operating), the Jerusalem Palace Hotel, being erected by the 
Moslem Wakf and leased to a Jerusalem hotel-owner, the Rockefeller 
Museum, the large Young Men's Christian Association Centre, and other 
smaller buildings. 

What Jerusalem needs most of all nowisa park. As the result of 
the absence of any recreation ground of this nature, people congregate in 
their leisure time on the main thoroughfare, the Jaffa Road, which is at 
times packed with thousands of people, and makes vebicular traffic 
hazardous for drivers and pedestrians. The Government ought certainly 
to use its influence upon the Municipality to supply this want. 


Dead Sea Concessions. | 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT'S CL4IM. 


It is reported that the French Government proposes to submit to the 
Hague Tribunal a pre-war claim to the Dead Sea Concessions in which 
l'rench subjects are concerned. The claim has been referred to by 
former British Ministers for Foreign Affairs and for the Dominions, who 
decided that it could not be recognised by Great Britain. The raising 
of the matter at this juncture by the French Government will probably, 
it is feared, delay the work of the concessionaires still further. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Col. HOWARD BURY asked the 
Secretary of State for Foreiga Affairs whether he had received any 
further communication from the French Goverment in regard to the 
Concession, and whether the whole question was to be referred to the 
Court at the Hague. 

In reply, Mr. ARTHUR HENDERSON said that in reference to the Note 
delivered by the French Ambassador and in accordance with a reply 
upon the question made by Sir Austen Chamberlain on the 13th March 
last, a communication was recently recéived on behalf of the French 
Government, ashing whether His Majesty’s Government would be 
prepared to submit the question at issue to the Court of International 
Justice. The reply to this communication was now under consideration 
of His Majesty’s Government. 

Colonel BURY enquired whether an injunction had been served on 
Mr. Novomeysky to prevent his working the concession before the matter 
had been decided by the International Court. 

Mr. HENDERSON said such information had not reached him. 


Education in Palestine.

During the course of 1927-28, the Government spent £P.143,619.0n 
education for all sections, of which £P.20,000 represented a grant-in-aid 
to the Zionist Executive.

The Report says: 

During the year under review, the Zionist Department (of Education) was 


faced with serious financial and administrative difficulties. In view of the 
increase in the Government grant to £E.20,000, and expected reductions in 
Zionist revenues, the Zionist Congress of August, 1927, curtailed its contribu- 
tions to the education budget by £P.21,600 as compared with the previous year, 


but took no steps to secure economies in expenditure or increases in other 
items of revenue which might allow a normal expansion of the school system. 
A. special sum was voted by Congress to pay off the arrears of teachers’ 

The.actual revenue received jn respect of the year under review amounted 
at the end of November, 1928, to £P.99,987, as against an estimate of £P.110,912, 
thus leaving a deficitof £P.10,925. . . 


The Government pays this tribute to the Zionist education 
authorities : 

Despite all financial and administrative difficulties, the structure of the 
Zionist «ducationa! system was maintained essentially unimpaired, though 
with a somewhat serious losa of efficiency. Great credit is due to the teachers, 
who continued to work when their salaries were many mouths in arrears. 


What the Mizrachi Teaches.

“The Mierachi now-controls sixty-seven schools containing over 
six thousand children, or 35 per cent. of the total number of children 
attending the schools under the supervision of the Zionist Education 
Board.” 

The Organising Secretary of the World Mizrachi Movement, Mr. Alter 
Levin, who was in London recently in connection witb the Conference of 
Mizrachi Associations in Great Britain and Ireland, made this statement 
in the course of an interview with a representative of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. 

“The dividing line between the Mizrac’i and other schools under 
Zionist supervision,” said Mr. Levin, “is that the Mizrachi schools teach 
the Bible from ‘the original and as the Word of God. The Bible is in 
Mizrachi schools the Holy Book and is studied in the light of Jewish 
tradition. In other schools the Bible is placed on the same level as the 
Classics—Shakespeare, Jehuda Halevi, etc. In those schools the 
teachers imbue their pupils with the idea of regarding the Torah 
as an historical Book. According to this teaching, the Bible is not 
textually the inspired word of God. The Sabbath thys becomes a 
national day of rest, shorn of all its spirituality ; the Passover becomes a 
symbol of spring; Shabuot the festival of flowers; Succot, the harvest 
festival, and soon. The children brought upin the Mizrachi schools are 
taught not only the national but also the spiritual significance of the 
Sabbath and the Festivals. 

“The Mizrachi Teachers’ Seminary is training teachers who will 
receive a thorough training in Jewish, as well as secular, studies, and 
carry on the ideal task of the re-habilitation of the Jewish Homeland ona 
religious and National basis. Sixty-seven Mizrachi teachers, graduates 
of the Teachers’ Seminary, are already carrying on their work in 
different schools in Eretz Yisrael. The Mizrachi believe that it is not 
sufficient to re-establish ourselves on the land and revive the Hebrew 
language. The Prophets of Baal were also well-established on the land 
and spoke Hebrew. 

“Many Radicals are now beginning to send their children to the 
Mizrachi schools, and Kevutzot of the Left Wing are petitioning the 
Mizrachi to establish schools in their midst. Unfortunately, however, 
this cannot be done, owing to lack of funds. In fact, the present activi- 
ties of the Mizrachi in Eretz Yisrael exceed the Budget that was placed 
at its disposal by Congress.” 

Among the activities of the Mizrachi Mr. Levin mentioned one recently 
undertaken in connection with the colonising of orthodox Chalutzim on 
the land. im Poland, especially, he said, there were many young 
Mizrachists who had grouped themselves together for the purpose of 
carrying on pioneer work in Palestine. The Poe! Hami:rachi, he added, 
could not very well mingle with those belonging to the Left Wing who are 
indifferent to religion and Jewish ceremonials. It therefore devolved 
upon the Mizrachi to set aside part of its budget for the work of the section 
and its colonisation work. The Poel Hamizrachi was an indication to the 
world that a Zfenist labourer, need not, because he is helping in the 
practical upbuilding of Fretz Yisrael, be exempt, YOUD—from Jewish law 
and tradition. The Mizrachi Chalutzim, whether in town or colony, have 
their kasher kitchens and devote their evenings to the study of the Torah 
and the Talmud. 

Mr. Levin stressed the point that the Mizrachi was not a clerical 
movement, but was, by sheer example, showing the world how Jews 
should educate their children in the Jewish land: how Chalutzim and 
agriculturists should lead their lives on the soil in accordance with the 
spirit of Israel. 


‘The Mizrachi influence,” he declared, “is having its effect over the 
whole of Palestine. 

“The Mizrachi has also been responsible for the creation of a Financial 
Institution, the Mizrachi Bank, Limited, which is serving the Baal 
Habatim~ or middle-class. In this bank the middleman receives 
more favourable terms than he’can obtain in more bureaucratic Institu- 
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Jews in Palestine Public Works.

A NEW GOVERNMENT SC‘tEME. 
{From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM. } 

The Government has formulated a new scheme regarding the 
employment of Jews in public works. It provides that in 1929, Jews 
alone should be employed in public works in Jewish districts, and that a 
sum of £60,000 should be spent on public works in these districts. Only 
a certain percentage of Jews are to be employed in the public wo7z'is iu 
places containing a mixed population. 

The Hebrew press considers the scheme to be inadequate for the needs 
of the Jews, believing that, as the principal taxpayers, they are entitled 
to a larger share of the budget allowances for public works, 


Keren Hayesod Educational Conference. 
STEADY DECREASE IN EDUCATION BUDGET. 
(From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM.} 

At the Press Conference on Education held by the Keren Hayesod, 
Miss Henrietta Szold, a member of the Palestine Executive, Mr. L. Yaffe, 
the Director of the Keren Hayesod, and Dr. Berkson, the Director of 
Education, dealt with the Jewish educational work in Palestine. 
According to the report the Keren Iuyesod spent from its establishment 
until 31st March, 1929, a sum of £669,865 on education, constituting 15°2 
per cent of its totalincome. At first the educational budget amounted to 
33 per cent. of the total budget, but last year it only amounted to 12 per 
cent, and next year it is anticipated that it will,only amount to’ per 
cent. of the total. 


New Settlements Named. 
— 

The Commission for naming new Jewish settlements in Palestine has 
placed four new names on the Palestine map. Some of the Migdal land 
in the Emek is to be known as Kfar Hassidim. The Markendoff Kvutzah 
settlement, in the Jordan Valley, is to be known as Kfar Gan. The 
Hatchia group settlement near Petach-Tikvah, will be called Gath Remon. 
The Labour group settlement (bearing the name of Trumpeldor), near 
Jerusalem, is to be called Remeth Rachel. 


Up Palestine Land. 
COMPETITION WITH THE JEWISH NATIONAL FUND, 

The Arab Press is giving wide publicity to the efforts of the Supreme 
Moslem Council to compete with the Jewish National Fand and buy land 
for the “ Arab nation.” The Council has alresdy bought 4,000 dunams at 
Athil, and it is buying more land at Tira and Beth-Lid, allin the Tulkerem | 
district. Moreover, it is only paying about thirty-five shillings per 
dunam for the land. 

The peasants, however, are not too well pleased with the new work 
of the Moslem leaders, who are compellisg them on patriotic grounds to 
sell land to the Supreme Moslem Council at low prices, instead of getting 
much better prices from Jews. The Arab land brokers accuse the 
Moslem leaders of vote catching for the elections of the Supreme Moslem 


Council. . Others accuse the Council of insincerity and of seeking to buy 
land cheaply in order to sell it to Jews at high prices. 


Land of Israel News Items. 


DURING March and April, 920 Jews became naturalised Palestinian 
cilizens in Jerusalem. 


PALESTINE exports in the first quarter of 1929 amounted to £545,486, 
as against £640,146 in the first quarter of 1924. The imports in the first 
quarter of 1929 amounted to £1,818,152, as against £1,570,084 in the first 
quarter of 1928, 

DURING the first quarter of the year 1929 the Government revenue 
amounted to £531,079 and the expenditure to £371,774. 

l'irty Jewish immigrants from Yemen bave arrived in Palestine. 

THE police bave adopted strong measures to put an end to the latest 
Arab practice of merry-making and playing on musical instruments 
during the Jewish services at the Wailing Wall. 

HOUSE rents in Jerusalem have decreased during the last few weeks, 
Lut in Tel-Aviv they have increased by about ten per cent. 

THE Zionist Executive has appointed a Commission of four, headed 
by Mr. If. Sacher, to prepare plans for the consolidation of all colonies 
uuder its care. 

MR. SOLOMON LAMPORT, brother of the late Mr. Nathan Lamport, 
has given 45,000 dollars to the Jewish National Fund for the purpose of 
creating a Botanical Garden on Mount Scopus in Jerusalem. 

A 8UM of £4,513 bas been remitted to Palestine by Major H. L. Nathan, 
M.P., Chairman of the Balfour Forest Executive, through the Jewish 
National Fund Commission for Great Britain and Ireland, for the purpose 
of preparing the ground and arranging for the completion of the planting 
of the first 600 dunams, upon which 150,000 trees will be planted. 

Mr. NORMAN BENTWICH, the Attorney General, has gone to Europe ™ 
fcr three months on leave.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the Grocery Relief Fund was held on 
We aa esday at 49, Harley House, Marylebone Road, by permission of Mrs,

winter the income had been greater than in any previous year, which 
had enabled them to meet the heavier calls on them. There had been 
twenty-four distributions in place of the usual twenty, In all, 10,794 
parcels of grocery were distributcd, 1,(50 of which were sent anony- 
mously. On Purim, eighty additional parcels were distributed as a 
result of a donation of £10 from Miss Jacobs. Other donations during the 
year iocluded £50 from Mr. Factor, £35 frcm Sir Edward and Lady Stern. 
425 from Mr. and Mrs. Behr, £25 from Mrs. Sieman, and £100 from the 
executors of the late Mr. Kusil Behr. 

Mr, MORDAUNT the Hon. Auditor, in moving the adoption of the report 
and balance-sheet, said that the amount received in donations and sub- 
Scriptions exceeded £1,000; yot they had to increase their efforts as the 
coming winter wou!d be even more severe than the last. As the result of 
the change of Government, the whole of trade was upset and no one could 
tell how great unemployment would be. The total income for the year 
Was £1,557 10s, 5d., and the expenditure on groceries £1,351 7s. 10d, 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted, and the Hon, Officers and 
Committee re-elected. Mrs. Hertz paid a tribute to the services of Miss 
Z4achariab, who had to give up active work after thirty years.

Action against Mr. S. B. Joel Settled.—Before Mr. Justice Luxmoore 
in the Chancery Division, on Thursday in last week, a settlement was 
reached of the action brought by Mr. Frederick Alfred Tomlinson, of 
Colwyn Bay, North Wales. against Mr. SOLOMON B. JogrEL, of 10 and 11, 
Austin Friars, E.C., and other defendants. (The opening proceedings of 
the case were reported in our last issue). After.a conference between 
the parties lasting nearly two hours, the Judge made an order staying 
the proceedings on the terms agreed between the partics and endorsed 
by Counsel. 

Shortw:ight Brezd —At a Court of Justices held at the St. Goorge’s 
Tawn Hall, Stepney, with Captain Basil Henriques in the chair, WooLr 
KOS3OFF, of 16, Spelman Street, Stepney, was summoncd under the 
Weights and Measures (Sale of lood) Act 1926, for having in his possession 
for sale loaves of bread which were shortweight. Mr. Martin (solicitor), 
on behalf of the defendant, pleaded guilty to the offence. For the 
defendant it was stated that the loaves were all of one batch, which might 
have been light, and there was no deliberate attempt to give underweight 
all the way through Extenuating circumstances were claimed on his 
bebalf because in regard to the particular kind of bread concerned he had 
teen misled throug’: wrong advice from an official of the Master Bakers’ 
Association. It was suggested that had he gone to the Jewish Association 
he would not have been misled, but he went to the non-Jewish Associa- 
tion. A fine of £5 and two guineas costs was imposed, Defendant had 
been previously convicted, but the actual conviction was subsequent to 


the date of the present offence, which was therefore regarded as a first 
offence. 


Dispute Over Tombstone Inscription. —At the Whitechapel County 
Court, on Friday, Harris and Sons, of 216, Mile End Road, Monumental 
Sculptors, c'aimed from Mrs. EstTHer LEvy, of 339, Katherine Road, 
Forest Gate, £17 10s. for a tombstone erected by them to the memory 
of ber husband. Mrs. Levy admitted having ordered a tombstone for 
the amount claimed, but said that the Hebrew name of her husband was 
wrongly stated on the tombstone as “Zalman ben Yisroel Moshe,” instead . 
of “ Zalman ben Yisroel Anshi!.” She asked Harris and Sons to alter 
the name, but they refused. The plaintiffs replied that the name on 
the tombstone was as given on the order. Judge Cluer non-suited the 
plaintiff, and said that the defendant need not pay the money until the 
pbDame on the tombstone was altered. 


Acquittal.—At the Central Criminal Court last week, before Mr. 
Justice Swift, JACK MAJESKY, 24, cabinet-maker, on bail, who was com- 
mitted for trial from the North London Police Court on charges of ware- 
house, factory, and office breaking, and stealing property therein, was 
found not guilty and was discharged. 


Scholar's Suic'de.—An inquest was held on Monday at Hampstead 
on ADONIJAH PINSKY, 18, of South Hill Park, Hampstead, a student at 
the Regent Strect Polytechnic, who fell. under an electric train 
at Belsize Park Station on Friday evening. Percival W. H. Abbott, 
headmaster of the Polytechnic, siid that he had known Pinsky for eight 
years. He was a brilliant and gifted scholar, possessing what almost 
amounted to a touch of genius. He was sitting for an examination, 
which he should have passed easily. Pauline Leon said that she had, 


‘ known Pinsky for about twelve months. He had told her that he feared’ 


he would failin his examination. Once he said that he had walked into 
one of the Hampstead ponds. He had wanted to marry her, and once 
suggested that they should go away together, but she had told him that 
it was impossible. Pinsky’s mother sail that he had worked very hard. 
at home. He had wanted to marry a girl, and she had asked him to 
wait until his father returned home from abroad, telling him they would 
then doeverything to help him. A note written on a scrap of paper and 
found in the boy's pocket read as follows: “I have left the company of 
the thoughts of my fellow-veings. I do not Teel alone. There is some 
hot matter in my brain that keeps me company and fills my head.” A 
verdict of “Suicide while of unsound mind ” was returned. 


Grimsby Dock Tragedy.—Au inquest was held by the Grimsby 
Coroner on ANNIE COUuEN, 39, of 96, Lord Street, whose body was 
recently recovere.l from the Alexandra Dock. The father, Louis Cohen, 
said his daughter was a tailoress employed by him. She was single and 
enjoyed good health. Oa Sunday morning she came into his room to see 
the time, and he heard her go downstairs. Rising at 7 a.m., witness 
found she had had a cup of tea, and he presumed she had gone out 
for a walk. So far as he knew she had not been seen alive since. 
He reported her disappearance to the police. He knew of no 
reason why she should take her own life, and never had any suspicion 


. that she was likely to do so. A sister of the deceased, Sarah Cohen, 


who acted as housekeeper for her father, said Annie was treated 
for some mental trouble about cight years ago, but so far as witness 
knew there had been no recurrence. A brother, Abraham Cohen, gave 
similar evidence. Dr. Granville Chapman, who made a post-mortem 
examination, said he found no disease in any of the organs, and there was 
no sign of injury. Death was due to shock through immersion, and not 
to drowning. Returning a verdict in accordance with the medical 
evidence, the Coroner observed that there was not sufficient evidence to 
show how the deceased got into the water.

SAN FINX TIN MINES. 


The second ordinary general meeting of the San Finx Tin Mines, Ltd., 
was held on Wednesday at Winchester House, Old Broad Street, E.C.

Whilst the output of tin and wolfram had been more or less equal for the 
two years,.the average price obtained for tin had been £41 less per ton, and 
for wolfram about £6 more pertonthan in 1927. Thenetdifference torevenue 
account was £12,289 down. Inaddition working costs had increased by 
approximately £5,600, the main cause being the shortage of skilled 
miners, the consequent reduced capacity per man, and the increased 
consumption of explosives. Ore reserves were estimated at 20?,000 tons, 
not including 62,000 tons prospective ore from the Western zonc, which 
could not be prepared for exploitation within the present year. During 
the year 46,437 tons of ore had been mined and 39,177 tons crushe?!, an 
average of 3,265 tons per month. Tse recoveries had been &85'7 per cent. 
of the tin content and 5°5 per cent. of the wolfram content. The average 
output for the six months of the current year was nearly 500 tons per 
month up, with an increase in the production of concentrates.

Both the 
New York and German rates have moved sharply in favour of this 
country, and the Bank of England is once more able to secure gold 
in the open market without serious competition. The Bank is steadily

Cables and Wireless. 


Widespread intorest has been taken in the start of dealings in the 
Cables and Wireless securities.

The “A” ordinary are a little more speculative, and it may be 
recalled that at a recent. meeting of the Eastern Telegraph Company it was 
inferred that the full 7! per cent. dividend should not be expected at the 
outset. That, of course, meant that the “ B” ordinary shareholders would 
have to go without eny dividend at all. Despite this the “ B” ordinary, 
have already established popularity. The price from the. opening level of 
72 appreciated during the course of the first few days of dealings to 97 buyers, 
The upward movement went on without interruption. The price of 97, 
however, brought out a. few sellers, and there was a reaction to about %. 


Reaction in Bieweri+s. 


Investors in brewery securities have been rendered very nervous as a 
result of the proposals on the part of the Government to set up a Royal 
Commission to inquire into the trade. The dealers in this market have 
encountered persistent selling. Prices have fallen very materially indeed 
during the past weck, end are now standing at lower levels than experienced 
for quite a long time past. It is probable that the movement has been 
overdone. The dealers declare that they were forced to reduce prices in 
view of the velume of selling pressure and the entire absence of buying 
support. During recent years the brewery companies have been showing very 
good results, Reports published quite recently proved that profitable working 
conditions still exist, but there is a feeling among investors that in the future 
directors will follow a more conservative policy, although confirmation of 
this is entirely lacking. Watney Combe Reid deferred units standing at 
54s. 9d. must be regarded as quite a cheap purchase. The report for the 
past year’s trading should be available in the near future. Taylor Walker 
ordinary, which a little while ago stood in the neighbourhood of 40s., are 
now only 28s. 6d. This is a very old-established company, and a prosperous 
one. 


Buoyancy of Rubber Shares. 


Several factors have recently brought abouta revival of optimismregarding 
the rubber outlook. The chief of these has been the shrinkage shown in ship- 
ments of rubber from Malaya during June, figuring at 40,398 tons compared 
with 43,960 tons for the month of May. This has caused some bear covering 
owing to a belief that supplies now coming forward are likely to represent 
normal production. In view of this, outside speculative interests are also 
again taking a hand in the raw rubber market. These combined influences 
have resulted in a fairly sharp rise in the spot price of the commodity to 
1Tfd. per Ib. It is expected that a more decided cessation of increase in 
world stocks of rubber arc likely to be witnessed during the remaining month- 
of the year. Altheugh so far increased consumption has not yet created 
& serious position, it is thought that a process is in working that will lead 
to a higher price for the raw material. Lower shipments of rubber from 
Malaya to the United States during June and increased deliveries to the 
United Kingdom are regarded as a start of a redistribution of world stocks 
which will eventually prove beneficial to the industry. The idea prevails in 
Mincing Lane, that a decrease in shipments from the East direct to the Uniicd 
States will leave her with insufficiont supplies. With the advance which 
has occurred in the price of the commodity, rubber shares have bocoime 
quite active, 


De La Rue Recovery. 


An increase in profits for the third consecutive year is shown by Thomas 
De La Rue & Co. This should be evidence that the undertaking is at last 
getting into its stride. Since being converted into a public company in 1921, 
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troubled times have been passed through. The directors, however, now feel 
satisfied that the long period of rehabilitation may be regarded as at an end. 
The report for the year ended March 30th last shows a net trading profit 
of £30,154, ¢ompared with £18,766 for 1927-28, and £8,110 for 1926-27. 
Shareholders should be gratified by the sharp recovery in earnings now 
recorded.

Obtaining Theatre Tickets Fraudulently, 


A WARNING. / 


Tt has come to our knowledge that certain persons from time 
to time apply ‘usually by telephone and most often on Saturdays 
when this office is closed and their applications cannot be che ked), 
for tickets for various Th: autres, declaring that the request is made 
by the Edjtor of this paper, We have asked all Theatres to ignore 
such applications, informing them that any request by us will be 
made only in writing and officially signed. None the less, the 
practice is still persisted in, and the kindness and goodwill of 
Theatre Managers is thus abused. We intend to take measures to 
stop if possible this fraudulent means of obtaining tickets, and we 
shall not hesitate to prosecute in amy case that comes to our 
knowledge. We issue this warning, because we think it only fair 
to the various Theatres, and because we desire to put an end 
to the mean and reprehensible cheating. 


“YOUNG LOVE” (ARTs) 

Nonsense, Mr. Raphaelson! People don’t feel like this, or.if they do, 
they certainly don't behave like this. A boy and girl as deeply in love as 
David and Fay are supposed to be, would shrink from the idea of testiny 
their love by vicarious experiment, they would not dream of the necessity, 
orifthey did, they would not really be in love and the experiment 
would not be worth their while. But allowing for this unreality, the 
theme, though tortuous in its seeking after “difference,” might have been. 
developed by an artist in words or situations into a thing of whimsical 
charm. Here it was seized in the manner of a clumsy mass-producer, 
whose cheap novelette technique made the whole thing, and particularly 
the last act, too painful a travesty of human conduct to be even 
amusing. The play provides another argument against the censorship. 
It isa great pity it was banned, because it would have died a speedy 
and natural death on any stage. The inference nowadays, very 
often a correct one, is that a banned play is a fine play, and 
uofortunately this one has accumulated some of the glamour of 
the censored. Butit was presumably banned because it attempted to 
deal frankly with an unusual aspect of sex relationships and not for its 
real crime—that it was a stupidly boring farce. Peter and Nancy Bird, 
a cynical married couple, were objectionable, but they were well drawn 
and excellently acted by Frank Conroy and Fabia Drake. Dorothy Gish 
isa charming and accomplished actress and worthy of a part that does 
not totter on its pasteboard legs. No man could possibly make anything 
ofa character who declaims in the last act that he will “take her and 
leave her as he pleases” and struts out of the door followed by a meekly 
subservient woman (in 20th century America!), Sonoblame attaches to 
Derrick de Marney for his lack of conviction. The Arts Theatre has 
introduced some fine plays to London, but it has had a bad lapse here. 
In the end [ came to the conclusion that it must all have been a joke; 
but it was a pretty flat one, anyhow. 

“THE CO-OPTIMISTS” (VAUDEVILLE). 

The Co-optimists have rémped back again into the affections of an 
enthusiastic public. They certainly deserve their success, for they 
maintain a high level of “Pierrotic” entertainment. Their range is 
limited by the concert party format, but they achieve a good deal of 
variety within that range, and what is most important in this type of 
show, their humour is consistently witty and is not overmuch padded 
with “ business.’’ Itis pleasant to see again old favourites like Betty 
Chester, Phyllis Monkman, Ilsa Macfarlane, Davy Burnaby, Melville 
Gideon and Stanley Holloway. Charles Collins provides soms smart 
dancing, andis particularly good in “Dancing Shoes.” Tae “Hammer- 
smith Broadway Melody” is the inevitable skit on the “Squawkies,” 
very well done. A clever punning sketch by the company is “ Where 
did you get that name.” Of the old numbers which have been revived, 
Betty Chester in ‘‘ The Bandmaster’s Daughter ’’ goes with a delightful 
swing, and Phyllis Monkman dances with ghostly beauty on a darkened 
stage in the ‘‘ Ghost of a Chanc2,’’ which Melville Gideon sings with his 
old charm.
